Dr. W. A. Evans, who spoke on Spread 
of Consumption Through Tubercular Milk,” 
introduced the resolutions immediately pre- 
ceeding the reading of his paper. 


Resolutions Introduced. 

Before proceeding with my subject I have 
here a set of resolutions which I am sure 
will meet with the approval of all who are 
interested in the cause of pure food,“ said 
Dr. Evans. Then he read the fdllowing 
resolutions, which were adopted without a 
dissenting voice: 

“ Whereas, Tam Cuicaco TRIBUN®D, in the 
judgment of its editorial department, has 
seen fit to inaugurate a most effective cam- 
paign against food adulterations and food 
aduiteraters, and did align itself with the 
pure food advocates in support of the Hey- 
burn bill; and , 

“Whereas, Tae Trisune’s reports have 
opened the eyes of the citizens of Chicago 
and contributory. territory to the condition 
of the foods we are forced to eat, and cre- 
ated a strong public’ sentiment in favor of 
food reforms and honest food legislation; 
and 

‘Whereas, with the support of such a 
strong newspaper in the western metropolis 
at such a critical time the senate at Wash- 
ington was no longer able to contend that 
the west was against pure food legialation, 
and, with this excuse removed and with 
the. resultant demands of a united public 
sentiment the senate had no other alternative 
than to pass the Heyburn bill; therefore, be

N Turns Tide in the Senate. 

Resolved, That this gathering of national 
pure food advocates at the National Dairy and 
Food show in Chicago express our sinceré 
appreciation of the powerful efforts of Tux 
CIAO TRIBUNB, which we believe farned 
the tide in favor of national food legislation 


in the United States senate; and be it further 


„Resolved, That Tue TRIBUNRB’sS assist- 
ance in this campaign of such urgent impor- 


tance to every man, woman, and child in the 


nation at a time when our foods are made 
poisonous with chemicals and colorings has 
been a great public benefaction, not only in 
creating sentiment in favor of the Heybufn 
bill, but in enlightening the public on a sub- 
ject regarding which there was such a Wwoe- 
ful ignorance in Chicago; and be it further 

Resolved, That THE TRIBUNE’s most ef- 
fective assistance in our fight for pure foods 
has been such as to commend this great and 
fearless newspaper to every person who has 
a regard for the purity of the foods he eats, 
and to proclaim it the most powerful ex- 
ponent of the cause of pure food in the west.”’ 

Beside being adopted unanimously, the 
sentiments expressed in the resolutions were 
received with applause by several of the most 
ardent pure food advocates present. 

“fresh Air’ Treatment for Cows. 

The resolutions disposed of, Dr. Evans, 
with a smile on his face over the outcome, 
plunged into his subject. He declared that 
tubercular cows should be given the fresh 
alr treatment, the same as human beings, 
by being segregated from the healthy herd 
and placed in isolated pastures until well. 

Now, what are you going to do with tuber- 
cular cows?’ said Dr. Evans. The thin, 
tubercular cows, I know without your ex- 
periments, are kept at a 1088. They infect 
your milk directly or through the dust and 
air.’’ 

Mrs. Durand Scores Club Women. 

Clubwomen who rush off to care for the 
éhildren in the slums and leave their own 
little ones at home to shift for themselves on 
a diet of bread and tmpure milk, received at- 
tention from Mrs. Scott Durand, who spoke 
on the kmportance of a Pure Milk Supply.“ 

I am not a member of any club,” said Mrs. 
Durand, but I know of instances of women 
rushing off to help some social settlement for 
the benefit of little foreign children, leaving 
their own at home in the care of servants to 
drink milk that I know personally simply is 
not fit for human beings. But it costs 8 cents 
less than milk produced under proper condi- 
tions. 

Clubs Enlist in Crusade. 

The women’s clubs of Cook county at the 
meeting of the league in the morning er- 
listed in the pure food crusade by unanimous- 
ly voting to support the work undertaken by 
the federation of women’s clubs. Action was 
taken by the delegates from the forty-six 
clubs in the league after Mrs. George W. 
Plummer had outlined the work which the 
federation poses to do. 

Every M the federation wiTl be asked 
to devote one day to a program on pure food. 
The federation will make up exhibits of true 
and false food labels and ‘of adulterants.

ANOTHER HELD AS LOOKOUT. 


Chief Prisoner Denies Charge, but Vie- 
tim Is Positive. : 


Joseph Kane, a member of Skinny Mad- 
den's pet organization of Junior Steamfit- 
ters,“ was arrested by the police yesterday 
and positively identified by Raymond Robins 
as one of the three men who assaulted him 
on the afternoon of Feb. 17 near his resi- 
dence, 372 West Ohio street. 

Another man, Frank Pakresin, 21 Lincoln 
street, also a member of the same crew, was 
arrested and is held at the West Chicago 
avenue station pending identification. He is 
said to have given the name of George San- 
key. The police declined to state whether 
the evidence implicates Edward Carroll, the 
Thirty-first ward labor ” politician, or not. 

Detectives Cudmore and O'Malley. who 
have been at work on the case from the be- 
ginning, arrested Kane on evidence drawn 
from labor circles and on Mr. Robins’ aSser- 
tion that one of the men was Fray haired 
and had a scar on his right cheek.” They ar- 
rested Kane at his home, 161 Milton avenue, 
and took him to Chief Collins’ office. Kane 
was suspected first because he had been seen 
in the company of the late Black Jack 
Gallagher, who was accused of so many as- 


saults. 
Identification Is Positive. 

Mr. Robins was notified of the arrest and 
immediately went to the office. The moment 
he saw Kane he said: 

„That's one of the men who assaulted me. 
I got a good look at him and I would know 
him anywhere. I positively identify Im.“ 

He then swore out a warrant for Kane's 
arrest on the charge of assault and battery. 

Kane steadfastly denied any participation 
in the affair, though unable to give a clear 
statement of his whereabouts the Saturday 
afternoon when the assault was committed.

Following out hig own urgent request, the 
body of the Rev. Martin Van de Laar, priest 
of St. Patrick's Roman Catholic chureb of 
South Chicago, who died Thursday night, 
will be borne to its last resting place in 3 
street car funeral procession. 

The request, made in the priest’s will, was 
actuated by a desire to set an example that 
he hoped would do away with the custom of 
extravagant funerals, often beyond the 
means of those who parti#ipate in them. 

The Rev. Father Kinsella, who was Father 
Van de Laar’s assistant, has made all ar 
rangements for the funeral. From 10 o'clock 
this morning until 10 o’clock tomorrow his 
body will lie in state in St. Patrick’s church. 
At the latter hour the funeral rites will be 
conducted by Archbishop Quigley, and the 
body will be blessed by Bishop Muldoon. 
The body then will be placed in a street car 
Instead of a hearse and will be followed by 
the mourners in similar conveyances. 

Already seventeen cars have been char- 
tered and it is expected that the number will 
be doubled before the funeral. The route 
to be taken will be over the Calumet electric 
line to the tracks Of the Union Traction com- 
pany, and py them to Mount Olivet ceme- 
tery. 

Considerate of Poor People. 

Father Van de Laar, in his will, expressed 
a regret that families often went far beyond 


their means in providing elaborate funerals. | 


He declared he had known many occasions 
when the expenses incurred necessitated a 
constant scrimping for many months fol- 
lowing and stated that he believed the root 
of the custom was a false pride. He said he 
knew his funeral would bea large one, that 
if carriages were used many of his poorer 
parishioners would be unable to attend, and, 
at he desired that none should be excluded, 
he asked that street cars be used in the pro- 
cession. 

The following of his wishes has been met 
with an acclamation of approval among his 
many friends. Already 1,000 have signified 
their intention of accompanying the body 
to the cemetery, and it is believed when the 
nature of the funeral la made known accom- 
modations for double or treble that number 
will be required. As yet only the residents 
of South Chicago have learned of thepriest’s 
dying request and hundreds of others have 
made plans for the use of carriages. 


First Priest in South Chicago. 

Father Van de Laar was the first priest 
to conduct services in South Chicago twenty- 
six years ago, when it was known as the vil- 
lage of Ainsworth, and his district reached 
as far north as Thirty-ninth street. There 
are now fifteen Roman Catholic churches 
beside his o in that territory. He was 
born in Hol in 1845 and came to America 
in obedience to the missionary spirit. His 
success in the church was marked. He not 
enly brought hie church up to a high stand- 
ard, but built up a large parish school. It 
is said a bishop's crosier was offered to him,

The movement to call upan the clubwomen 
of the city to enlist their coalesced forces 
in the fight for high license was initiated 
by Mrs. Frederick K. Tracy, president of 
the West End Women's club, the organiaa- 
tion which entertained the league at its meet 
ing yesterday. “"" ~~ 8 

In offering the resolution Mrs. Tracy de» 
clared that a reign of crime exists in Chik 
cago which has result d in many brutal as 
saults upon unprot women, 


Resolution Is Adopted. 

It fe high time for the women of Chi 
cago to demand that the streets of Chicago — 
be made safe for the women and children,“ 
declared Mre. Tracy. . 

Her words were applauded vigorously. She 
then read the following resolution, which 
she had prepared in advance of the meeting 

Whereas, the condition of the safety rew 
quires a larger police force for protection ef 
the women of our city, and, 

Whereas, the public revenue is insufficient te 
provide for the maintenance of an adequate aud 
efficient police foree; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the League of Cook County Clubs 
recommend to the ojubs comprising the league that 
they indorse and work to secure the passage of 
the ordinance providing for an increase in the 
snioon license to $1,000. 

“Madam Chairman,” Mrs. Tracy sald, “2 
move the adoption of this resolution.” 

“I second the motion,” came a chorus of 


voices. : 
Opposed by One Woman. 

Miss Angeline Loesch, representing the 
Chicago Association of Collegiate Alumna, 
secured the floor. She was the only woman 
in the hall who spoke in opposition to the 
resolution. 

“I do not speak for my organization,” she 
declared, but only to express my own opin- 
fon. Iam going to vote against the measure. 
The matter is too trivial for the Cook County 
league to take up. It has not been proved 
that a reign of crime exists in Chicago. No 
matter how good the purpose, I am not in 
favor of licensing an evil.“ 

Lucy Page Gaston spoke in favor of the 
resolution.

Massmeeting Is Planned. 

Almost immediately after the resolution 
was adopted Mrs. Raymond Robins and Mrs. 
Stewart in turn took the floor and spoke of 
the conditions of women in Chicago. Mrs. 
Stewart urged that a massmeeting should be 
called for the purpose of considering the 
whole question. Mrs. N. B. Lewis, secretary 
of the league, read a communication from 
the board of managers of the municipal mu- 
seum inviting the clubwomen to hold their 
massmeeting in its rooms in the public library 
building. The invitation was accepted 
promptly, and Mrs. George Watkins, vice 
president of the State Federation of Women's 
clubs, was appointed chairman of the com- 
mittee to arrange the details for the meeting. 

“Tam strongly in favor of a high license,” 
declared Mrs. Watkins. The $1,000 license | 
is a just measure because out of the saloon 
grow conditions which make imperative an 
increase of the taxes from one year to an- 
other. For that reason the only business 
which profits from these conditions should 
be required to pay a just proportion of the 
tax. From the moral side a higher license 
should be required because there should be 
fewer places of contamination for unre¢- 
strained youths.”

BOY INDICTED FOR MURDER

FANCY DRESS BALL IS HELD AT 
THE DUNNING ASYLUM. 


Three Hundred Inmates Clad in Cos- 
tumes of the Time ot George Wash- 
ington Gather in Assembly Room— 
Fanction Is Picturesque, but Also 
One of the Most Paghetic Ever Held 
at the Institution—Patients Render 
Program in Conventional Manner. 


In powder and patches, lace, velvet, and or- 
gandie, like the grand dames and cavaliers 
of the olden time. the insane inmates of the 
county asylum at Dunhing danced at a fancy 
dress In the assembly hall of the institution 


last night. 

The scene presented a unique picture, and 
at the same time it was one of the most pa- 
thetic functions ever given within the walls, 
where hundreds of unfortunates are doomed 
to finish their unhappy lives. 

For spectators, who expected a burlesque 
of any sort, the ball was a disappointment. 
For the men and women who danced, the 
music, the lights, and the pretty costumes 
meant the temporary lifting of the veil from 
clouded intellects. To the observers of the 
medical profession who were present the 
dance was an object lesson in what can be 
done to lighten the burdens of the insane. 


Scene Picturesque but Pathetic. 

The scene in the ballroom was like that at 
any society dance where the participants 
adopt fancy dress. Most of the dancers 
there were 800 of them—were attired in the 
costumes of George Washington’s day. 

A big American flag made of colored in- 
candescent lights hung over the entrance to 
the hall, from which floated odors of laven- 
der and old fashioned perfume. The girders 
were gay with the bunting of all nations and 
the electric bulbs were covered by soft toned 
shades. Rows of chairs, five deep, flanked 
the floor on all four sides. On the plat- 
form was the orchestra composed of em- 
ployés of the institution. 


Children Dance with Patients. 
George P. Smith, manager of the asylum, 
and his. assistants were in charge in the ab- 
sence of Superintendent Podstata. Mr. 
Smith’s children, Preston and Claribel, had 
assumed the characters of Uncle Sam and 
Columbia respectively. The children danced 
with insane partners with the same self pos- 
session that they would have displayed at a 
party composed of children of their own age. 
Jerry Dunne, dhe of the best known attend- 
ants at the asylum, was the caller for

Salute your partners,“ he shouted. First 
four forward!“ and the dance was on. 


Cheerful First Time in Months. 

During an intermission a pretty young 
woman, who formerly was a school teacher, 
sang My Old Kentucky Home,“ while a 
sister unfortunate played the piano. The 
dancers listened with attention, and per- 
haps the song carried with it a sad vision to 
some of the hearers. Of the accompanist 
Mr. Smith said: : 

Poor girl, she has had a studio and con- 
servatory training. For a year she has 
searcely spoken a word, but tonight you 
can see how vivacious and interested sheis.” 

How are your children tonight?“ he 
asked of a matronly woman with silver 
hair, who sat among the spectators.

TWO SOCIETY LEADERS WILL SOAR 
WITH AERONAUT. 


Trie Are Members of Aero Club of 
America and Await Arrival of Big 
Air Vessel from France—Ascent Is 


Weeks—Flight to Start from Berk- 
shires in Massachusetts Within the 
Next Several Weeks. 


New York, Feb. 24.—[(Special.J—Two so- 
clety women will accompany Aeronaut 
Charles Levee of the Aero club of America 
when he makes his next ascension. The as- 
cension will probably be made at Pittsfield, 
Mass., in the Berkshires, in about two weeks. 
The selection of the women to accompany the 
aeronaut solved the question as to who should 
be the first to make an ascent with him and 
was in the nature of a gallant compromise. 

Dr. Julian P. Thomas, who is about to un- 
dertake a course of training to fit him to make 
ascensions, contracted with Levee to be his 
first passenger when the aeronaut procured a 
car large enough to accommodate more than 
one person, but Thomas gave way before the, 
other club members. Consequently it has 
been determined that Mrs. L. R. Edgargnd 
Mrs. Thomas shall make the first ascent. 

Mrs. Edgar, who was Marie J. Manice, has 
made five ascensions abroad, some of them 
with count de la Vaulx, who will come here 
to, take part in the revival of ballooning. 
Mrs. Thomas wanted to make an ascent with 
Levee at West Point on Feb. 11, but the bal- 
loon could carry but one. 

Mrs. Thomas was disappointed when this 
was explained to her. Dr. Thomas had 
hoped to make an ascent that day himeelf, 
but Mrs. Thomas would not consent to his 
going. 

Says There Isn't Any Danger. 
Many persons want to make an ascent 
with Levee, when his larger balloon arrives | 
on this side, said Mrs. Thomas today. Thus 
far his flights have been successful. There 
isn’t any danger when the proper precau- 
tions dre taken. The landing is not neces- 

sarily dangerous.“ 

But Mr. Levee tells of throwing away his 
clothes and his luncheon and his shoes to 
make another ‘jump’ when the balloon goes 
down. Don’t such expedients indicate 
danger?’’

President Hinsch of the First National 
bank made his sensational statement just 
before he left the witness stand in the senate 
committee investigation this afternoon. Sen- 
ator Schmidt of the committee brought out 
the matter by asking Mr. Hinsch if he con- 


permission to make a statement, which he 
did, in effect as follows: 

It the banks had not been thus favored 
the ensuing financial condition would have 
been disastrous for the community. You 
know 95 per cent of the business of a com- 
| munity is transacted on paper or is repre- 
sented by paper. This leaves 6 per cent of 
| the business done in actual cash. Lock up 
$3,500,000 at a time in the county treasur- 
er's office and the result would be that every 
element of business of the city would be 
paralyzed. It would stop the loans of every 
bank in the city. So the bankers feel that in 
being permitted to use the public funds they 
were doing a good thing for the public as 
well. Such deposits in the banks are not 
profitable to the bankers. We are, under the 
law, compelled to reserve 25 per cent of it, 
under the national banking law. This raised 
the cost of the entire deposit to as high a fig- 
ure as we were able to secure for it. Those 
loans were subject to instant call for the use 
of municipalities, which were liable to call 
any time.“

asked Senator Schmidt.

Pays Graft for Years.

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the bitterness of the contest the battle went 
along with little trouble. There was some 
slugging done. but it did not get to the at- 
tention of the police.

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Dailey Efforts Are Useless. 

In the fifth district of the ward, where ex- 
Aid. James Dailey was endeavoring to put 
things through for Budinger, it was evident 
early in the afternoon that he was beaten. 
Dailey himself was about ready to confess 
it two hours after the polis opened. The 
new law, or the energetic contest or the 
strength of I. M. O. in the ward had the 
effect of bringing out democrats who never 
had been seen at primaries before, according 
to Dailey. 

A‘ patriot ’’ lurched up to him and made a 
touch through the effective medium of offer- 
ing a dance ticket for sale. .Dailey reached 
into his pocket gloomily. Festive occasions 
multiply when primaries and elections come 
along in the Fourth and Fifth wards, Half 
of them never get beyond the ticket selling 
stage, which is the most profitable, 

The prophecies in Dailey’s district were 
made good and he lost it by a vote of 898 for 
Richert to 227 for Budinger. Ex-Ald. Henry 
Stuckart was credited with half the responsi- 
bility for snowing Dailey under. 


Fifth Ward Is Split Even. 

In the Fifth ward Carroll and Ald. Mc- 
Cormick had gone into the fight with the 
idea that they would split the ward even. 
and the returns indicate that this is what 
has happened. Carroll’s people were trying 
to carry Bridgeport. They expected that 
McCormiék would carry the east side of the 
‘river and Carroll the west, and thought that 
by carrying Bridgeport they would get the 
„Shade on the present alderman, 

The returns indicate that they split even, 
with thirteen delegates each, but that while 
Carroll carried the Bridgeport district the 
McCormick delegates there were elected. If 
this be true, the ward convention will be dead- 
Iccked on the first ballot and it likely to re- 
nominate McCormick on the second. 


Blount Is Easy Victor. 

George E. Nye, the Blount candidatein the 
Thirteenth republican primaries, had little 
difficulty in disposing of Frank Hoyt, the 
Coyne man. He won 55 of the 70 delegates. 

Anticipatéd trouble with the possibility of 
physical violence in the ward, where the 
Deneen and Lorimer factions frequently have 
met in bitter warfare, failed to materialize, 
largely because of the after effects of the 
club election, which resulted so fatally to 
John V. Kopf. 

Ald. J. L. Considine, the democratic can- 
didate, was unopposed, and interest cen- 
tered throughout the ward in the contest 
between Nye and Hoyt, the republican can- 
didates, the former backed by the Lorimer 
machine headed by County Committeeman 
David M. Clark and Fred Blount, and the lat- 
ter put forward by the Deneenites, led by 
F. E. Coyne and State Senator Frank C. 
Farnum. 

The prevalent idea that existed outside 
that ward that trouble might be looked for- 
ward to was faint within its boundaries. 
There nearly every one seemed to know that 
while Nye. with Clark and his other back- 
ers, intended to put up an aggressive fight 
fox the life of the Lorimer machine, Hoyt’s 
campaign, conducted by himself, would not 
be actively pushed. This proved to be the 
case. for while three or more Nye badges 
with an occasional carriage or two were seen 
at each of the fourteen polling places, the op- 
position workers were few and lacking in en- 
thusiasm. 


Nye’s Machine in Working Order. 

Nye's campaign was machinelike in all its 
details. Dave Clark had two or more 
Heutenants, including Milton Gatzert, Fred 
Bender, Frank L. Shepherd, John T. O’Con- 
nell, and George Cook, in every district, and 
they were busy until the polls closed. Hoyt’s 
campaign. on the other hand, showed traces 
of listlessness under his inexperienced man- 
agement without a committee. His partisans 
worked spasmodically and as best pleased 
them personally. Among them were Gail 
Deming, Charles Lawrence, Fred F. Bullen, 
and W. J. Jackman. 

Farnum Late in Appearing. 

Senator Farnum did not appear in his home 
district, the Sixth, with headquarters at 1060 
Jackson boulevard, until late in the after- 
noon, and spoke quietly to his personal friends 
as they approached the polling place. His 
attitude in the aftermath of the Kopf stab- 
bing is held responsible, with that of tne other 
leaders, for the lack of activity in the Deneen 
organization. | . 

This was traced almost directly to the fact 
that on Tuesday the county central commit- 
tee is to hear the contest of the ward club 
election, during which Commissioner Kopf 
was stabbed by George Gill Roberts, now un- 
der indictment. The bitter attack against 
Farnum following that event has strength- 
ened rather than weakened his fol- 
lowing, but it is the desire of his 
faction that the case may be left a closed 
issue, at feast politically. They are deter- 
mined that the stabbing shall not be reviewed 
before the county committee, and to that end 
are Willing that their organization may lie 
dormant for a time at least.

Pollasky also asked, some time ago, fora 
writ of mandamus against the commissioners 
to compel them to put his name on the ballot. 
A special appearance and demurrer to the 
summons in the case attacking the jurisdic- 
tion of the court was filed by the election com- 
missioners. This delayed any speedy hearing 
of the case, as Pollasky has not answered the 
demurrer as yet. 

He has attempted persistently to enter the 
election contest in the First ward, but every 
step he has taken has been too late. He 
began his petition Jan. 30, the day before it 
was to be sent to Springfield, and when it 
was mailed to the secretary of state it con- 
tained only one-fourth of the required number 
of names. Pollasky discovered the error and 
attempted to correct it by following the pe- 
tition with hundreds of other signatures, 
but the board held that he was too late.

Counsel Michael F. Sullivan to look up the 
law. Mr. Sullivan found that in the part of 
the law applying to the state outside of Cook 
county saloons were to be closed in cities 


of over 125,000 population.

Thomas F. Cole, Peacemaker, Di- 
rector of Big Holding Concern 
Launched at Albany. 


New York, Feb. 34—[{Special)]—Thomas F. 
Cole of Duluth is a director of the Red Metal 
Mining company of New York, incorporated 
at Albany today with a capital of $11,000,000, 
which is believed to be the embryo holding 


copper interests in Montana. Other direot- 
ors named are Thomas Thornton and Roy 

D. Fraser and 
John O. Layor of this city. : 

On Feb. 18 it was announced that Thomas 
F. Cole acting in the interest of the Amal- 
gamated company had purchased a majority 
of the copper mines owned by the Heinzes 
and the United Copper company, including all 
those in dispute between the two companies 
and that a new holding company would be 
formed to bring about a general settlement 
of the copper war followed by a general 
clearing up and the unification of the leading 
copper interests in the country. 


Rival to U. 8. Steel Corporation. 


A member of a banking firm closely asso- 
ciated with the Heinzes said today tha: the 
new company in time would take over the 
Amalgamated, the United, and probably 
other big copper interests in the Butte camp, 
possibly including those of Senator W. A.

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ROWARD'S HEALTH IS BAD 


CONDITION OF BRITISH RULER 
ALARMS, DESPITE DENIALS. 


Physicians Put Smoking Under Ban, 
Owing to Throat. Affection Which 
Is Sabject of Many Eumors—Hair 
and Beard of Monarch Now Almost 
Snow White, and Haggard Face 
Shows Signe of How Rapidly He 
Has Aged. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND. ] 

LONDON, Feb. 24.—It is impossible longer 
publicly to ignore the unsatisfactory condi- 
tion of King Edward's health. Reports of 
this nature always cause his majesty keen 
annoyance and usually produce emphatio 
denials from the palace officials. These 
rumors have been particularly numerous of 
late and denials likewise. 

The fact remains that for some time his 
majesty’s condition has given his medieal 
advisers some anxiety. It is persistently said 
that he is suffering from a throat affection 
which has entailed among other things ab- 
stinence from the use of tobacco, which isa 
great deprivation to a man who has been a 
lifelong smoker, It is impossible to confirm 
this rumor. To be sure, his voice when de- 
livering his speech to parliament was husky 
and sometimes inaudible, but his general 
weakness, which is quite apparent, might 
account for this. 


Ages Rapidly in Few Months. 

He has aged rapidly in the last few months, 
His hair and beard now are white as snow 
and his appearance is almost haggard. ‘‘he 
best information is to the effect that his 
majesty is suffering from phiebitis of the leg, 
following a hunting accident, when he 
stepped in a rabbit hole. He is unable to 
walk even a few steps without a cane, and 
his general condition suffers from the long 
deprivation of exercise. 

Sir Frederick Treves and Sir Felix Simon 
visit the king almost daily and they are hope- 
ful that they will be able to reduce the 
malady. 

Worn and Haggard with Illness. 

Reynolds’ Newspaper says: 

„The unsatisfactory condition of the king’s 
health was plainly noticeable at the opening 
of parliament. Despite the denials, official 
and ‘otherwise, it was plainly evident that 
hie majesty is not nearly so strong as he 
was even twelve months ago. His face is 
thin and haggard, while his hair and beard 
are much whiter than a few months ago. 
His voice, too, has lost a great deal of its 
former power and at times he was quite 
‘Inaudible. The limp, too, with which he 
has walked for some time past, seemed more 
accentuated.

New York, Feb, 24.—[{Special.}]—Dr. Charles 
S. Minot of Harvard toid an audience at the 
Academy of Music tonight that a man’s 
permanent fatigue "’ begins at the age of 
30. Old age, Dr. Minot said, began actually 
before birth. 

With a number of stereopticon charts he 
endeavored to show the decrease in the 
power of growth. Guinea pigs and rabbits 
also were used as illustrations. It was 
shown that the percentage of growth is 
greatest in the first month after birth, and 
that it steadily decreased from then. In 
other words, a man ages faster the first year 
after his birth than ever after. A child in 
ite first year learns more than it ever ac- 
quires in an after year. 


: Harder to Learn Each Year. 

The things we learn afterward,’’ said Dr. 
Minot, come harder each year until the 
time comes when a man can acquire no more 
and his power of originating ceases. His use- 
fulness, while not altogether gone, ig on the 
wane, 

“Thies is the case of the average human 
being. Of course, as Dr. Osler says, there 
are exceptions. That isto say, there are 
cases of men who have not lost power learn- 
ing even in old age. Yet there are few cases 
where one does not literally have to hammer 
new ideas into a man’s head after he has 
reached the age of 40. 


Price Paid Is Death. 

Woe are better able to get enjoyment out 
of life than any other animal,“ said Dr. 
Minot, but the price we pay for power 
to enjoy life is death. The lower organisms 
escape death, but what they lose by this 
po-called earthly immortality ig a total lack 
of faculties.”’ 

The lower orders of animal life, the doctor 
said, never died except by accident. When 
the time arrived for what might be termed 
their natural death the organism divided in 
two complete organisma, duplicates of the 
original. 


MYSTERY WRAPS MAN’S DEATH. 


Body of Member of Prominent Family 


Found in Wyoming with Bullet 
Hole Through Heart. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 24.—[{Special.)— 
Deep mystery surrounds the death of Leon- 
ard K. Walbridge, a member of a well known

fifteen miles southeast of Gillette, Wyo., on 
Friday last.

Charles Carter Walbridge, a brother of the 
young man, who was summoned from Yale, 
said today that he believed his brother had 
met with foul play. A member of the family 
is now on the way west to investigate the 


matter.

Severely Beaten After Threaten- 
ing Angry Crowds with 
Revolver. 


FLORENCE, Italy, Feb. 24.—William K. 
Vanderbilt In. today was granted provisional 
liberty after having spent a night in the po- 
lice station at Pontedera, sixty miles east of 
here, for alleged carelessness in driving his 
automobile over and injuring a child. : 

Mr. Vanderbilt, accompanied by Mrs. Van- 
derbilt and his chauffeur, left for Pisa imme- 
diately after being released. 

The father of the injured child refused to 
prosecute and even declined to accepi ‘the 
indemnity due him under the law. Before 
departing Mr. Vanderbilt gave $40 to the 
local hospital. 


Have Exciting Experience. 

Mr. and Mrs. Vanderbilt's experience at 
Pontedera yesterday was exciting and even 
perilous, as only the timely arrival of a de- 
tachment of gendarmes prevented their se- 
rious injury at the hands of a mob of indig- 
nant citizens. | 

The Vanderbilts were motoring from Flor- 
ence to Pontedera. As their car entered the 
latter town Adolfo Buttini, a 5 year old boy, 
attempted to cross the street ahead of it. 
He misjudged the speed at which the machine 
was going and was knocked down and run 
over. The child was picked up unconscious 
and carried away. 

The chauffeur stopped the car, which was 
soon surrounded by an angry crowd. A re- 
port spread that a boy had been killed, and 
the crowd began to threaten the ocoupants of 
the car. The street quickly filled with angry 
residents of the neighborhood, and the chauf- 
feur was unable to drive the automobile 
through the crowd so as to escape. 

The people soon wrought themselves up to 
a frenzy of anger. Mr. Vanderbilt and his 
wife were pelted with decayed fruit and veg- 
etables and mud came flying from eve 
quarter, while a hundred men closed around 
and some of them tried to set fire to the au- 
tomobile. 

Draws His Revolver. 

The mob finally became so threatening that 
Mr. Vanderbilt drew a revolver, hoping the 
sight ofthe weapon would keep the crowd off 
until the police arrived. It had the opposite 
effect. The crowd swarmed upon the car, 
disarmed Mr. Vanderbilt, and dragged him 
and the chauffeur into thestreet. Both men 
were severely beaten and kicked, the chauf- 
feur being badly injured. 

Mr. Vanderbilt fought his assailants, and 
with his wife, aided by several policemen, 
who had fought their way through the 
croWds, managed to reach a shop kept by a 
man of the name of Manstalli. who admitted 
them and locked the door against the crowd 
which surrounded the building. The mob 
was beginning to batter down the door when 
a detachment of gendarmes arrived on the 
ecene. They dispersed the mob, rescued the 
chauffeur, and prevented any further ill 
usage of the Americans. Mrs. Vanderbik 
was badly frightened, but not hurt. She 
was escorted to a hotel. Mr. Vanderbilt and 
the chauffeur were placed under arrest and 
taken to the police station. 

Mrs. Vanderbilt at once appealed to the 
American consular authorities for assist- 
ance A lawyer was engaged, but his efforts 
last night to secure Mr. Vanderbilt's release 
were unavailing, the authorities insisting on 
holding him until the extent of the boy’s in- 
juries could be ascertained. 

Today the physicians reported that the 
child was not seriously hurt. After some 
delay Mr. Vanderbilt's plea for provisional 
| release was granted. 

Elliot F. Shepard Faces Prison. 

PARIS, Feb. 24.—The minis*ry of justice 
has acted adversely on the application of the 
American authorities for executive clemency 
in the case of Elliot F. Shepard of New York, 
grandson of the late W. H. Vanderbilt, who 
was sentenced Oct. 26 to three months’ im- 
prisonment and $120 fine and to pay $4,000 
damages to the parents of Aadeline Marduel, 
who was killed by Mr. Shepiurd’s automobile 
at St. Oven April 24 last. The fine and in- 
demnity were paid, but the application 
sought to waive the imprisonment. Further 
efforts in this direction will be made, but the 
government's adverse action is considered 
final. 

Elliot F. Shepard. whose residence is in 
Paris, is in New York, having gone there 
Jan. 8 to visit friends If he returns to France 
he must go to prison for three months,

ALL JAPS TO TALK ENGLISH; 
WORLD TO FOLLOW SUIT. 


Surgeon General of Mikado’s Army 
and Navy Declares His Nation Will 
Change Languages in Near Future. 


Philadelphia,’ Pa.. Feb. 24,—[Special.)— 
Baron Kanahiro Takaki, the surgeon general 
of the Japanese army and navy, who created 
a sensation here by outlining his plane for 
increasing the height of the men of Japan, 
announced to the students of Jefferson Medi- 
cal college today that English is destined in 
the near future to become the language of 
Japan, and later of the world. 

“ Four-fifths of the Japanese boys are now 
studying English,” he said. It is the lan- 
guage most admired in my country, and 4s 
destined in the near future to become the 
official language of Japan, and will soon be 
the universal language of the world.“ 

Baron Takaki’s theory on height changing 
is founded upon the fact that the shorten- 
ing of Japanese men as compared with men 
of other nations is chiefly in the legs. He 
looked about for a cause and decided that 
from boyhood Japanese are accustomed to 
sitting on mats, either directly upon their 
feet or in a manner that completely com- 
pressed the legs, and that this custom is re- 
sponsible for their lack of leg development. 
Hence chairs and gymnastic exercises will 
be used to correct the fault. Diet also plays 


a large part.

TUGMEN ASK MORE PAY. 


THREATEN TO TIE UP RIVER NAV- 
IGATION BY STRIKE MARCH 1. 


Union Will Meet Today to Frame 61 
timatum Declaring That Working 
Hours Must Be Cat from Sixteen 
to Eleven—Organization Has 1,500 
Members—Coal Situation Said to Be 
Growing More Clouded—May Form 
Anti-Injanction League. 
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Navigation in the river and harbor is 
menaced by a threatened strike of tugmen 
on March 1. A forecast of the demands to 
be framed by the conventien of the Tug Fire- 
men and Linemen, which opens tomorrow at 
the Kaiserhof hotel, was made yesterday. 
It includes the shortening of the working 
hours from sixteen to eleven, a change which 
tug owners assert is equivalent to an increase 
of 50 per cent in wages. 

The tug employés lay claim to having the 
best organized union in Chicago. While their 
employers say they have no intention of 
granting the demands of the men, the latter 
prophesy that refusal will cause a tieup of 
traffic in Chicago as well as all other ports 
on the great lakes. The estimate is made 
that in the event of a strike no more than 
ten nonunion tugmen could be found among 
the 1,500 tug workers on the lakes. 

The tugmen base thelr arguments for a 
wage advance on the statement made by 
them that the dredging and towing compa- 
nies have secured in the last ten years public 
contracts amounting to $13,000,000. During 
this period the men's pay has been increased 
in a proportionately small per cent. 

J. H. Cameron, the business agent of the 
local tugmen’s union, said the demands pre- 
pared by the convention will be presented 
to the tug owners at a conference to be held 
either Tuesday or Wednesday evening at the 
Sherman house. The new hour schedule, in 
detail, provides for an eleven hour day for 
* dredge runners and a ten hour day for 
the firemen and linesmen. The present 
wages average $62.50 a month and board, 
which Mr. Cameron says is satisfactory. 


Coal Situation Clouds Over. 


Pessimistic reports of the coal strike sit- 
uation were brought back to Chicago yes- 
terday by Harry N. Taylor, who, with Fran- 
cis I. Robbins of Pittsburg, conferred with 
President John Mitchell in New York during 
the last week. It was supposed in coal 
circles that the bituminous operators had 
gcne east with a view to effecting some ar- 
rangement which might avert a strike in the 
soft coal fields.

MINE WORKERS REJECT PLANS 
Iilinois Convention Votes Down Project 
to Increase Salaries and to Create 
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FORCE PEACE ON MINERS 


BITUMINOUS OPERATORS OFFER 
5.55 PER CENT WAGE INCREASE. 


Acceptance of Proposition Will Mean 
More Money for Nearly 250,000 
Men—Referendum Vote May Be 
Taken—Mitchell and Scale Commit- 
tee at Sixes and Sevens in New 
York—Majority of the Delegates 
Are Sent Home. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 24.—Coal operators of 
the bituminous fields, it is said, have pre- 
sented a proposition to the miners restoring 
the scale of 1903-1904. This will be an in- 
crease of 5.55 per cent. The operators also 
request a modification of the demands for an 
advance of 12% per cent and ask that the 
new contract be for two or three years. 

If the United Mine Workers accept the 
compromise proposition 150,000 coal diggers 
In| the four competitive states, including 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Illinois, and Indiana, 
and about 100,000 union men in the south- 
western states will receive an advance in 
wages. 

It would cost the United Mine Workers 
approximately $200,000 to hold another con- 
vention, and the referendum system will 
likely be utilized to settle the matter. 


Mitchell and Aids at Sea. 


New York, Feb. 24.—[Special.]—Matters | 


were at sixes and sevens between President 
Mitchell and his committee of seven anthra- 
cite miners at the Ashland house today. No 
one seemed to have any idea of the present 
stage of the negotiations with the operators. 

Mitchell was in and out as usual, and dur- 
ing one of his visits to the Ashland house 
took occasion to deny the officia] statement 
made on Friday night that the scale com- 
mittee had finished its work and indorsed 
the demands and that a copy of them had 
been sent to President George F. Baer of 
the Jersey Central railroad. 

We are still working on the demands,” 
he said. ‘“ We thought we would be able 
to mail them last night, but late at night 
we decided to hold another meeting today 
to discuss them all over again.“ 


Scale Committee Sent Home. 

All the members of the scale committee of 
thirty-six of the anthracite mine workers 
were sent home early today after a meeting, 
leaving only the subcommittee of seven. 
This would bear out the official statement 
given out on Friday night that the demands 
had been completed and ratified by the en- 
tire committee. If the demands are still un- 
der consideration there ought to have been no 
reason for sending away twenty-nine mem- 
bers of the scale committee, as they would 
have to be ratified by the scale committee 
anyway. 

In spite of this, according to the reports 
sent down from Mitchell’s room in response 
to inquiries the subcommittee of seven is still 
at work on the demands, Judging from the 


. bullétins that cam» from time to time it 


might continue working. on them until dooms- 


day. 
Mitchell Worried and Depressed. 
Mitchell has been much depressed and wor- 
ried for the last three days, and the commtt- 
tee of seven members has stood between 
him and reporters. Mitchell is supposed to 


“he the only man who could be quoted or 


speak wtih authority. The other six who 
are with him can make only anonymous 
statements. Mitchell prorhised a statement 
for late this afternoon, but did not make It. 
The last bulletin that came from Mitchell's 
rooms was to the effect that a summary of 
the demands. had been sent to either Baer 
or Wilcox, but that an amplified”’ report 
would be sent Willcox later. It was an- 
nounced nothing more would be given out.

The resultant whole ts presented on a scale 
at once so vast, so complete, and go attrac- 
tive that an evening’s amusement, the like 
of which has not been known before in simi- 
lar measure, is the outcome.

Great House Almost Filled. 

The audience which assembled in the Audi- 
torilum filled every seat save those in the 
upper gallery. The “ Yankee Circus on 
Mars, as it was given in New York for over 
400 times last year, had become known to 
many Chicagoansthrough their having seen it 
when visiting in Gotham or through having 
it described to them by those who had been 
there. There were many such informed 
spectators in the audience. They knew what 
to expect, but the other people present had 
been misled by statements which gave the 
impression that the hippodrome “ show 
was little other than a circus transferred to 
the stage. ° 

Reports and announcements had been made 
in language and manner so unmistakably 
“circusy ”’ that the fact that “A Yankee 
Circus on Mars” contains a great deal be- 
side a circus was lost sight of. There really 
are many other features, and they are of 
the best of their kind. The opening act is 
musical comedy -with a distinct flavor of 
rural drama, the first half of the second act 
and the finalé are stage spectacles of the moss 
beautiful sort, and the lion taming act, which 
ends the first.act, and the circus, which fills 
the middle part of the second, are but 
features in the remarkable entertainment. 


Opens in Jaytown. 

The firat act opens in Jaytown, and shows 
the tops of the big tents of the country cir- 
cus, which then is claiming the attention of 
the inhabitants of the village. The inhabi- 
tants all are there, and they are an ideal set 
of types. The side show tents are at either 
side of the stage, and the people are flocking 
about the criers and chattering about every- 
thing and everybody they see. The act is 
one of the best stage managed that has been 
watched in many a.day. There is no end 
of life and gnimation, an abundanee of noise 
and excitement, and yet everything moves 
with the precision of clock work and s0 
smoothly that entire naturalness is the im- 
pression received by the onlooker. 

The freaks in the side show strike and 
come trooping out in all their oddity to de- 
mand their rights. They are quieted by the 
side show spleler,“ and return to their 
tent. The dashing chariot rider appears in 
her chariot, and with the chorus sings a 
taking song entitled Hold Your Horses.” 
The chorus numbers over a hundred and is 
excellent. Better chorus work has not been 
offered by any musical comedy or light opera 
organization seen here this season. 

The country sheriff arrives to collect a sum 
sufficient to pay a debt the company left un- 
canceled in the last town visited.

„Spleler tries to compromise, but is un- 
successful, and as the sheriff is about to be- 
gin to auction off the frgaks and animals the 
lions are heard roaring. 

Animal Tamer Enters. 

The country folk are terrified, and Sig. 
Thunderairo, the world's greatest ani- 
mal tamer,” makes his entrance. He sings 
of his powers, goes forth and calms the 
lions, and in order to keep the sheriff quiet 
sings of the Bogy stan,“ a musical com- 
edy number which is uncommonly tuneful 
and which is given with spirlt by the com- 
pany. The sheriff begins his auction, an 
elephant being the first thing put up. The 
bidding has begun, when a messenger from 
Mars arrives, informs Thunderairo that the 
king of Mars has sent him to purchase a 
Yankee circus, and the entire troupe is thus 
freed from debt and the act ends with the 
departure of all the circus folk for the plane- 
tary kingdom. 

The act is capitally done; everything mov- 
ing with a swiftness, smoothness, and nat- 

uralness that compel unqualified admiration. 
There are no end of amusing characters on 
the stage, and one country bumpkin who has 

a small pig and a large gray goose that fol- 
low him constantly is with them one of the 
most attractive features of this entertaining 


first act. 
Scene Changes to Jungle. 


The scene suddenly changes to a jungle, 
and the audience watches the erection of a 
large circular cage into which come Mme. 
Heliot and her twelve trained lions. The 
erection of the cage, like the placing of all 
the countless properties and paraphernalia 
for the various acts during the evening, was 
not s quickly accomplished as it will be after 
a few performances and the stage hands 
have mastered the details of their work, but 
it went nevertheless with surprising celerity 
and smoothness. Mme. Hellot and her lions 
are a specialty the equal of any that will 
be found the world over. 


Beautiful] Costumes in Mars. 


The second act opens in Mars. The setting 
is surpassingly beautiful—fantistic, yet in 
the best of taste as regards coloring and de- 
sign. There follows the entrance of the Mar- 
tians—a succession of moving stage pictures, 
the equal of which in the matter of costuming 
and arrangement has never been seem before 
in Chicago. The costumes are no only of the 
richest material, but what is of more im- 
portance, they are fashioned with an eye to 
harmonious coloring which tells of the work 
of a master artist. There is a wide range 
of tints and colors used, but they are go com- 
bined and arranged that never in the course 
of any evolution is the eye irritated or of- 
fended. Seeing is a veritable delight through- 
out this entire scene, for the color scheme 
employed and the resultant stage pictures are 
exquisite and a genuine joy to the optical 
sense.

Mob. Takes Man Identified by 11 Year 
Old Girl from Sheriff and Shoots Him 
to Death.

Aldrich and His Aids Made Mis- 
take in Trying to Foree 
Partisan Issue.

publicans on the committee had presented a 
minority report the republican members of 
the senate would have been free to take their 
choice and vote according to their personal 
convictions. 

The railroad crowd deliberately attempted 
to make a partisan matter out of a nonparti- 
san measure. All they have succeeded in do- 
ing is to solidify the democratic vote, while 
they have made it extremely hard for the 
republicans to vote with them, President 
Roosevelt has honestly kept his hands off the 
last few days, but the extraordinary action 
of Senator Aldrich and his associates and 
the selection of Senator Tillman. on the 
ground of his personal enmity to the prest- 
dent have identified the president himself’ 
publicly with the Dolliver-Hepburn bill un- 
amended and unadorned. 


Gulf Is Wide and Deep. 


The guif between Senator Aldrich, Senator 
Elkins, and Senator Foraker, on the one side, 
and President Roosevelt on the other side is 
deep and distinct. Republican senators will 
have to choose between the two, and 80 
choosing must run the risk of popular dis- 
pleasure, because Theodore Roosevelt these 
days is not a man whom the people like to see 
dishonored and humiliated. 

There is sure to be a sensational fight over 
the railroad bill in the senate. Mr. Aldrich 
and his associates on the committee have in- 
sisted from the outset that they wanted the 
review amendmept put into the bill because 
they feared that otherwise it would be de- 
clared unconstitutional. There is nothing 
the Aldrich contingent in the senate would 
like better than a certainty that the bill as 
it stands today is unconstitutional. They 
would not dot an 1 or cross a t to put 
it in such shape that it would run the gantlet 
ot the Supreme court. 

The review amendment was intended sim- 
ply and solely to give the railroads a chance 
to appeal to the courts against every direc- 
tion of the interstate commerce commission 
maintaining the old rates until each individ- 
ual case had been passed upon by the Su- 
preme court and then making new rates 
which would have to be attacked by the same 
tedious process. 


Forecasting the Votes. 

There was a conference of the railroad 
senators today. They say that the twelve 
senators from New England, with the four 
from New York, one from Ohio, and one 
from Wisconsin will surely vote against the 
president. They believe there are twelve 
democrats, including Bailey, McLaurin, Tel- 


temper and nf an idea leader, He will surely 
put up the strongest kind of a fight for the 
interests he does not hesitate to admit he 
represents. 

Unfortunately for them, the railroad people 
represent the unpopular point of view, while 
Tillman, Dolliver, Cullom, and the others 
who are lined up in support of the president 
unquestionably have the people behind them. 
The railroad votes in the senate will diminish 
rather than increase, and, owing to the fool- 
ish fear of Senator Aldrich himself, the line 
between the friends of the president and his 
enemies will be drawn more and more sharply 
as the debate progresses. 

Senators Dolliver and Clapp, the two repub- 
Mean members of the committee who voted 
with the democrats, were early callers at the 
White house today. ‘Senator Allison dropped 
in at the same time and so did Chairman 
Hepburn and Speaker Cannon. To all of 
them the president expressed himself ‘as 
being satisfied with the situation, and he 
practically urged them to stand firm for the 
Dolliver bill, with only such amendments 
us may be necessary to put it into proper 


shape. 
Senator Tillman Talks. 


Senator Tillman, who has the reputation of 
being a hothead, had evidently been greatly 
sobered by the responsibility unexpectedly 
thrust upon him. In discussing the situation 
today he sald: 

„This is a nonpartisan measure. The idea 
of the regulation of railroad rates was first 
broached in a democratic national conven- 
tioh. It was not contained in the republican 
platform in the last campaign. It was, how- 
ever, recommended by a republican president 
and was passed unanimously by the house of 
representatives, both republicans and demo- 
erats voting for it. 

Now., it is to be put before the senate by 
a democrat as a result of five democratic 
votes in the committee, coupled with three re- 
publican votes in opposition to five republican 
votes. 

“It certainly can no longer be called a re- 
publican measure, but neither can it be called 
a democratic measure. It is essentially non- 
partisan. and I believe the country will look 
at it in that light. 

“I can see no reason why an appeal to the 
coum should set aside a decision of the com- 
mission, because the acts of the commis- 
sion are practically the acts of congress, 
the commission having its powers delegated 
direct to legislate on the subject of rates. 

Iwill fight in the best way I know how in 
the senate, any proposition which seeks to 
set aside the decision of the commission pend- 
ing an appeal to the courts. If the commis- 
sion establishes a rate which confiscates 
property the courts have power to correct 
that without regard to any legislation by 
congress. 

I think we can amend the bill as it came 
from the house in a number of particulars, 
bit in such a way as to make it stronger 
and not weaker. We can limit the owner- 
ship by railroads of commodities they trans- 
port themselves, and we can compel them to 
furnish connecting lines and other means 
of transportation to mines and industrial 
enterprises. 

“ There are half a dozen amendments which 
will probably be adopted unanimously by the 
senate, but I do not believe a majority will 
ever vote for any amendment providing for 
a review and a suspension of the rate fixed 
by the commission pending a judicial deter- 
mmation.“ 


BRIDGE TO SPAN ROYAL GORGE. 


Electric Cars to Cross Arkansas River 
2,800 Feet Above Stream if 
Project Is Carried Out. 


Denver, Colo:, Feb. 24.—The highest rail- 
road bridge in the world will be built across 
the top of the famous Royal gorge, near 
Cafion City, Colo. It will be 2.800 feet above 
the hanging bridge of the Denver and Rio 
Grande rallroad—so high in the air that 
the roaring of the Arkansas river below will 
not be heard. The structure will be erected 
in connection with an interurban system of 
electric railways in Fremont county from

Speed Contests of Railroads 
Are Made to Seeure Gov- 
‘ernmental Favor. 


BENEFIT TO THE PUBLIC. 


Nearness of Quadrennial Period 
of Postal Weighing Stimu- 
lates Rivalry. 


The approach of the quadrennial) period for 
the weighing of western mail to determine 
how much the government shall pay the rall- 
roads. during the next four years has been 
marked by speed co between competing 
roads to the west southwest. Although 
ho bonus is paid for speed, that is the prin- 
cipal factor in determining which road.shall 
receive the contract for carrying mail to 
common points. The railroads desire these 
contracts not only for the advertising which 
they bring them, but because they add to the 
revenue of the roads. 

Approximately one-tenth of the gross earn- 
ings of the principal railroads comes from 
mail contracts, and the importance of this 
source of revenue is fairly indicated by the 
following table:

Speed of Trains Increased. 

The rivalry between the railroads for this 
business is intense and it results in much 
good to the public. For instance. during the 
fall and early winter just passed the Rock 
Island and the Santa Fe have been contest- 
ing for the contract between Chicago and Los 
Angeles and have reduced the time by about 
five hours. About a month ago a fast service 
was put in operation from New York to San 
Francisco, via the New York Central and 
Pennsylvania lines to Chicago, and thence 
over the Burlington, Union Pacific, and 
Southern Pacific roads. This reduction was 
forced upon the Union Pacific. which never 
before has made any effort to favor the gov- 
ernment in the matter of fast mail time on 
account of the decrease in time to Los An- 
geles brought about by the contest between 
the Rock Island and Santa Fé. 

Early last year the fastest train between 
New York and San Francisco left New York 
on Monday and arrived in San Francisco Fri- 
day noon. When the Santa Fé and the Rock 
Island diminished their time, putting the mail 
into San Francisco at 10 o’clock Thursday 
morning, the Union Pacific, after first trying 
in vain to get the other two roads to agree 
to lengthen their time, put on a still faster 
schedule in order to regain its prestige as a 
mall carrying road to the far west. 


Based on a Sliding Scale. 

The compensation of the railroads was fixed 
in 1873, when passenger fares and frieight 
rates were much higher than in the present 
day, and by subsequent amendments in 1876 
and 1878 the rate of pay was reduced first 
by 10 per cent and then by 5 percent. There 
has been no change since.

PART OF ORIGINAL PLAN. 


Structure Eventually Will Be 
Utilized as Part of Retail 
Establishment. 


It was learned yesterday that Marshall 
Field a short time prior to his death pur- 
chased the Handel hall property at 40 Ran- 
doiph street from John V. Le Moyne for 
$350,000. 

The transaction is of special interest as 
marking another step in the direction of the 
acquirement of the entire block bounded by 
State, Washington; Randolph streets, and 
Wabash avenue for the use of Marshall 
Field & Co. As it is, there is only one holding 
in the block that is not owned or held under 
long term lease by the Field estate that at 
the southwest corner of Wabash avenue 
and Randolph street, 104x75 feet, owned 
by Alfred S. Trude. It said several at- 
tempts were made to acquire this property, 
but satisfactory terms could not be reached. 


J. R. Walsh Former Occupant. 

The Handel hall property is on the opposite 
side of Holden court from the new State’ 
street addition to Marshall Field & 
retail store. The ground fronts 
75% feet, with a depth of 104 feet, 
and the building is a six story struc- 
ture, erected many years ago. It was orig~ 
inally four stories high, and was occupied 
for many years by John R. Walsh with the 
Western: News company. It passed twelve 
years ago into the hands of Mr. Le Moyne, 
who remodeled it and added two stories. 

It is thought to be worth around §75,000, 
which leaves a value of $275,000 for the land, 
which is at the rate of 83.618 a front foot and 
over $31 a square foot. The board of review 
valued the property at $294,660, giving the 
land a value of $225,360 and the building

WANTS “OUTER RIM” SCHOOLS 
FOR CHILDREN OF SLUMS. 


Prof. W. S. Jackman Declares Building 
for Those Children Should Be Builtin 
the Suburbs. 


Schools outside the city limits on the outer 
rim“ or in the forest reserve of Chicago“ is 
the new idea of Prof. Wilbur S8. Jackman, 
principal of the University of Chicago ele- 
mentary school, for educating the children in 
the slums and crowded districts, who, he de- 
clares, have been treated with less attention 
than is given to animals or to vegetation. 

Not only will the change in locations be 
cheaper to the city, he declares, but it will 
result in the dismissal of the truant officer, 
the gradual doing away with the Juvenile 
court, and the reducing of crime throughout 
the city, he believes that the plan is practical 
and will be carried out in the course of time, 
he is certain. 

Prof. Jackman’s plan is set forth in an 
article of the February number of the Ele- 
mentary School Teacher, of which he is edi- 
tor, issued from the University of Chicago 
press yesterday. After declaring that it is 
impossible to educate children in the crowded 
and slum districts, he states: 

It is well to observe that in this scheme 
the truant officer could be dismissed instantly 
and in a decade the name could be stricken 
from the dictionary. The uninterrupted 
streams of miserable and unfortunate chil- 
dren that flow from the Juvenile court tothe 
different penal reformatory institutions 
would de gradually dried at their fountain 
head.“ 


WIFE WINS OVER “BLIND PIGS.” 


Evanston Liquor Men Fear Attorney 
George S. Baker Has Deserted 
Them. 


The “blind pig men of Evanston fear 
their attorney, George S. Baker, thinks more 
of his wife's wishes than of their business. 
Mr. Baker did not appear in the suburban 
police court yesterday to defend his former 
clients and their cases were continued. 

“He told me the other day,” said Nick 
Brostus, 1508 Main street, one of the de- 
fendants, that he was going to drop the 
liquor cases and did not want to take ours.

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STATE BOARD OPENS WAR ON DIs- 
INFECTING SCHEMES. \. 
Present Methods of Making and Using 
Formaldehyde Declared Ineffective 
Combination of Disinfectant with 
Permanganate of Potash Which Re- 


auires No Apparatus Ip Urged by : 
Board in Circular Letter.to Health | 


Officers-All Ordered to Use It. 


Springfield, III., Feb. 24.—[{Special.]—The 
state board of health is endeavoring to secure 
sweeping reforms in the methods of disinfec- 
tion after an outbreak of contagious and in- 
fectious diseases, 

In spite of the fact that the board has given 
wide publicity since 1898 to the fact a vast 
majority of the formaldehyde generators in 
common use are worthless many of the health 
officers in the state have continued to use 
antedated apparatus or have purchased new 
devices, which are equally ineffective. 

In beginning the crusade against ineffective 
disinfection, the board has sent out circular 
letters to the health officers throughout the 
state calling upon them to abanden apparatus 
now in use and to adopt methods which will 
give the people some guarantee of safety. 


Lamps Are Declared Uséless. 

Stress is laid upon the uselessness of lamps 
for the production of formaidehyde from 
wood alcohol and generators which evolve 
formaldehyde from a solution of formalin 
under pressure. - Particularly objectionabié 
is the apparatus which directs gas through 
a keyhole into infected rooms, apparatus 
which is as useless as complicated and en; 
pensive. 

In the communication sent to the health of-. 
ficers all methods of formaldehyde disinfec+ 
tion are condemned with the exception of one 
which has oceupied the attention of the 
board for several months.: * * thod is a 
simple combination of. formald solu- 
tion with permanganate of potash, without 
any special apparatus, by which all forms of 
bacteria and disease germs are destroyed 


quickly and absolutely under. wide range of | 


atmospheric conditions and with wide range 
of temperature. 


War on Present Methods. 

Many experiments conducted in the labor- 
atories of the board have proved the process 
unvaryingly effective. The chemicals used 
are inexpensive and no apparatus is required 
except a large pail or vessel such as may be 
found in any household. 

The state board of health will wage a de- 
termined warfare upon the methods now in 
use and will make every effort to secure the 
adoption of the simple process.

Infuriated at this answer Conroy drew a 
revolver, but as he was about to aim it the 
mayor seized a buggy singletree leaning 
against his desk and brought it down on 
Conroy’s head.

It is charged that Hale then 
threw Conroy out of the office. James Rog- 
ers has been appointed temporary chief pend- 
ing official action.

Trial Trip, in Which Scores of Bags 
Are Brought from La Salle Street 
Station Through the Bores in Min- 
lature Train, Proves Successful 
Service to Be Adopted Soon—Hoist- 
ing Machinery Saves Much Time 
and Labor fer the Clerks. 


A miniature mail train yesterday afternoon 
dashed up toan underground station beneath 
the new Postoffice building, deposited scores 
of mail bags upon a wide rubber belt, which 
carried them to another series of belts, which 
in turn carried it to the sorting room ih the 
buliding, and the last mechanical link that 
connects the postoffice with all of the rall- 
road stations was completed. 

The train had traveled from the La Salle 
street station, making its first official trip, 
depositing its burden, and again leaving the 
place in three minutes, fully dentotistrating 
the assertions of the projectors of the new 
system that nine-tenths of the time now con- 
sumed in carrying the mail will be saved. 

The mechahism that was inspected and 
approved yesterday was the hoisting ma- 
chine, which has been constructed beneath 
the postoffice building, connecting the sort- 
ing and mailing rooms with the intricate un- 
derground system below. The hoisting ma- 


chine consists of a belt a yard in width, which. 


runs ceaselessly beside the postoffice station 
of the underground rallroad. 
mall cars are stopped beside it and a 


The 
side door opened, the mall bags are pushed 


out upon the moving belt, which carries the 
bags to another belt, which carries them to 
the sorting rooms. The same system carries 
the bags when refilled back to the trains. 
Officials Pleased with Trial. 
Superintendent George W. Jackson, con- 
structor of the system, Assistant Postmaster 
John Hubbard, and Superintendent of Malls 
Galbraith inspected the system in the after- 
noon. The postoffice officials were satisfied 


with the work of the system. The plans, 


approved, immediately will be forwarded to 
Washington for approval there. 

Unlike the postoffice building, the system 
never can be outgrown by the increasing of 
the business of the office. The noiseless belts 
move continually, and all that is needed to 
keep the system in proper operation is 
eufficient men to remove the bags from them 
as they arrive in the sorting and mailing 
rooms. The underground railroad will carry 
more than forty times the present capacity 
of the postoffice and in about one-tenth the 
time consumed by the wagons now drawn by 


horses. 
Service to Be Extended. 

The La Salle street station will be the first 
depot which will be connected with the post- 
office building by the underground service. 
The new “depot” there will be opened 
shortly before March 10. Next will be the 
Union station, whigh will be completed about 
April 1. Then the Grand Central station will 
be connected with the underground bore, and 
„ot the other stations will follow in a few 
days.

Mr. Adolph Krause, probation officer, 6 feet. 
4% inches high tn his stocking feet, weight 
270 pounds, and usually able to take three 
bad boys at one time and. juggle them with 
ease in the air, sat in a chair in a dingy, 
dark little room on the north side yester- 
day and sadly admitted that a little pale 
faced woman utterly had defeated him six 
times. 

The woman is Mrs. Irene Thompson, 20 
Sullivan street. Mrs, Thompson is sick and 
_ destitute. She cannot provide for her four 
children, the oldest of whom recently ar- 
rived at the mature age of 8 and the young- 
est @ brand new baby. 

Inasmuch as the law humanely has pro- 
vided that destitute children shall be taken 
before the Juvenile court and sent to state 
institutions, it devolved upon Mr. Krause’ 
to collect the-Thompson children and herd 
them down to the court. This Mr. Krause 
many times has endéavored to do. But 
every time he walks into the little two room 
home of the Widow Thompson she inter- 
feres with him in the discharge of his duty 
as an Officer of the law and prevents the 
charitable intentions of the statutes of IIli- 
nois for such cases made and provided. 


Feat Performed by Krause. 

Mrs. Thompson's victories over Mr. Krause, 
probation officer, are remarkable when it is 
known that in the neighborhood in which 
Mra-Krause- resides the residents tell with 
great eArnesiness of an occasion when a 
street car. jumped the track in front of his 
bousé and ran up on the sidewalk, Mr. 
Krause ‘issued from his home and picking 
up the car put it gently but firmly back on 
the track. 

But Mrs. Thompson defeats him in every 
battle. She does this by using tactics which 
would not be accepted in the prize ring, but 
which areeffectual. Mr. Krause goes up and 
tells Mrs. Thompson his duty. Mrs. Thomp- 
son simply gathers her entire little brood in 
her. arms and sobs. 

Krause wavers weakly around the 
room, sparring for time. In the. second 
round Mr. Krause comes up sparring for an 
opening.

GIANT PROBATION OFFICER GOES . 


AGAIN PREDICTED BY RUMOR. 


Story Goes That One Fare will Carry 
Passenger from One Terminus to An- 
other—Presidents in Ignorance. 


Sometime during the summer months, 
wher the amusement parks are running and 


the beer gardens appear in their most se-

Negotia- 
tions for a consolidation of the Northwestern 
and the Lake street line, as being less cum- 
bersome. are declared to be near consumma- 
tion. 
The possibility of consolidating the South 
Side elevated and, the Metropolitan, line is 
more remote, but railroadgnen and financiers 
yesterday thought that might come also. 
Blair & Co., New York bankers, are pro- 
moting the merger. J. B. Dennis and other 
representatives of the firm have been in the 
city and expect to réturn next month and 
complete the details. 

None of the officers of any of the companies 
would talk much about the proposed merger, 
although they all admitted it was under con- 
s‘'deration. 

„There has been a good deal of talk among 
stockholders of a consdlidation,“ said Leslie 
Carter, president of the South Side elevated: 
„But there has been no getting together.’ 
The Northwestern elevated, the Chicago and 
Oak Park elevated practically are consoll- 
dated now, for they are controlled by the 
same people. I can’t say that there have 
been any negotiations in the direction of 
merging the South Side and Metropolitan 
elevated systems.”’ 

H. G. Hetzler, president of the Metropoli- 
tan, said no actual negotiations were in prog- 
ress. Clarence A. Knight, president of the 
Chicago and Oak Park elevated, also was 
evasive.

.SENTATIVES FAIL TO 2 — 


Question of Caring for the North and 
West Side Service During the Re- 
moval of the Tunnels Is Left un- 
solved—Dunne Holds to Resolution 
to Prevent Installation of Trolley 
Lines to Replace Cables—Another 
Conference to Be Held, 


The Union Traction company failed yes 
terday to reach an agreement with Mayor 
Dunne on the question of caring for the 
north and west side service during the re- 
moval of the tunnels The negotiations will 
be resumed some day this week. 

The street car company was represented 
by Genera! Counsel Gurley and General Man- 
ager Roach, who called at the mayor’s office 
in the forenoon. Advising the mayor in the 
conference was Traction Expert A. B. Du- 
pont of Detroit. 

Attorney Gurley explained to the mayor 
the company’s request to be allowed to trol- 
leyige its cable lines north and west of the 
river. General Manager Roach with the aid 
of a map tried to convince the mayor that it 
would be impossible to render good service 
to the public unless the company is allowed 
to install trolleys throughout its system. 

“We want to see the tunnels lowered,” 
sald Mr. Gurley, “‘ as soon as possible. We 
will agree to any plan which will permit us to 
render proper service to our patrons during 
the period of tunnel reconstruction. 

Our patrons on the north and west sides 
will never endure service such as would 
result from, half trolley and half cable, as 
the city proposes.”’ 

Mayor Dunne told the traction men that he 
still adhered to his resolution to prevent, if 
posaible, the installation of trolleys in streets 
covered by the ninety-nine year claims. He 
said he was afraid. of any contract which 
might be drawn. There would probably be 
a loophole through which the company might 


‘later attempt to crawl. 


Inasmuch as no agreement could be reached 
it was decided to have another conference 
some day this week for.a further discussion 
of the matter. Mr. Gurley explained that 
there had been, no intention on the part of the 
company of applying to Judge Grosscup for 
a federal injunction, under protection of 
which the system might be trolleyised. This 
course will be only a final resort.

EXTRA TIME NECESSARY, 


Third Period Is Played to Decide 
Contest—C. M. Daniels Gains 
New Laurels.

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New York, Feb. 24.—[Special.]—The Chi- 
cago Athletic association team carried off 
the national water polo championship in the 
A. A. U. games tonight, scoring a victory 
over the New York Athletic club players by 
a score of 4 goals to 8. 

The contest was a royal splashing tussle. 
The New Yorkers imagined they had an 
easy thing, but these thoughts were soon 
dispelled, for Loughlin of Chicago made 
the first goal in 1 minute and 85 seconds. A 
few seconds later Kehoe made another goal 
for Chicago. Trubenbach for New York 
then made a goal and Gardztik of Chicago 
followed with another for his team. At the 
end of the first half the score was 3 to 1 
in favor of Chicago, and the mercury foot 
rooters were dumb as owls. 


New York Ties Score. 

Trubenbach redeemed. matters for New 
York by a goal in the first minute of the sec- 
ond half. Spencer scored a goal, and then 
it was give and take for the remainder of 
the period, with the count a tie. Neither 
side scored, but Chicago made a foul goal. 
At the call of time both teams still had three 
goals. 

In the extra period of 3 minutes and 26 
seconds, ordered to decide the tie, Loughlin 
of Chicago made a goal, giving Chicago the 
victory by 4 goals to 3. It was the first time 
that New York has been scored on in eight 
years. 

Three teams, the New York A. C., Brook- 
line, and Chicago, appeared for the final 
of the 220 yard relay championship. Crane, 
who swam .the first, relay for New York. 
caught the water first, and, going away 
with all his might, gained a yard on the 
Brookline and Chicago men, who were 
swimming level. Trubenbach, the second 
relay for New York, gained another yard 
on his opponents, who still were swimming 
stroke for stroke. Kitching, the third relay 
for the Mercury, just about held his own, 
so that Daniels in the last relief had an easy 
task. The champions then took matters 
easy and won by six yards. Brookline beat 
Chicago by six inches. 2 

Fishing Contest Is Novel. 

A novel attraction was the man fishing 
contest. The principals were Frederic J. 
Wells, tbe flsh, and Charles F. Naething, 
fisherman, both of the Governors’ club. 
Naething has been known for years as an 
expert tarpon angler, while Welis is ex- 
champion swimmer and water polo player. 

Naething used a strand line, the real 
strength of which was only known to him- 
self. His rod was rigged with a specia) reel 
with a spring cog attachment, which gave 
way when the pressure of forty-five pounds 
or so was brought to bear on the rod. The 
Iine was attached to a ring or harness which 
Wells had on his head and he entered the 
water and swam to the opposite end of 
the tank. Then the fun began. Naething 
took a haul. Wells squirmed and kicked 
up a fuss with his heels, but Naething kept 
on hauling and reeling. Wells kept coming 
in until after 3 minutes and 35 seconds he 
was near enough to be gaffed. Naething 
was declared winner. 


New Record for Daniels. 

Daniels, in his usual record smashing fettle, 
treated the crowd to a taste of his prowess 
in the half mile championship. His best op- 
ponent was Marquand Schwarz of the Mis- 
sourt A. C., but after a few laps of the tank 
the New Yorker began to forge ahead, and 
finally won by forty yards from the Mis- 
sourian, with Webb twenty-five yards be- 
hind. Daniels’ time, 12:29, is a new | Ameri- 
can mark, displacing the old one o. 12:39 1-5, 
held by Howard F. Brewer of San Francisco. 
The world’s record is 11:113-5, by the late 
B. B. Kieran of Australia. 

Not being content with his fine work, Dan- 
lels continued on to the 1,000 yard flag, where 
three watch holders had been placed. His 
figures were found to be 14:08 8-5, knocking 
out the old American mark of 15:23.

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Intercollegiate Association of A 
Athletes Refuses to Accept 
Sprinter’s Marks. 


New York, Feb. 24.—The thirty-first annual 
convention of the Intercollegiate Association 
of Amateur Athletes of America was held 
here today. Columbia, Cornell, Harvard, 
Haverford, Pennsylvania, Princeton, 
Swarthmore, Yale, and other colleges were 
represented, 

A feature of the meeting was the adoption 
of a resolution that the records of Arthur F. 
Duffey are no longer acceptable to the asso- 
clation and that the list of intercollegiate and 
collegiate records be so amended, 80 that 
there be no mention therein of the perfor- 
mances of Duffey. 

The report of the executive committee was 
read and approved in its entirety and the fol- 
lowing amendment to article 7 of the bylaws 

was adopted: 

The executive — may in its dis- 
erstion declare a dividend to be divided 
among the colleges who have been represent- 
ed by at least ten different competitors and in 
at least three different events at the previous 
meeting. Such dividends shall be not greater 
than the net proceeds to the association from 
the previous field meeting and shall be divid- 
ed among the colleges entitled to receive the 
same in proportion to the number of men who 
actually competed and the number of miles 
from the place of meeting, the colleges thus 
competing are located.“ 

On the 3 of the association hereafter 
the winner of the 100 yard dash in 1901. 1902. 
and 1908 will be the man who heretofore has 
been recorded as having been second. The 
vault of 11 feet 9% inches made by Dray of 
Yale in the annual games was approved as 
the intercollegiate record for the pole vault. 
The time 1:56 made by Parscns of Yaléin the 
annual games was approved as the intercolle- 
giate record for the half mile run.

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JOHN WEBB SAYS PROFESSORS 
CAUSED THE FOOTBALL EVILS. 


Former Maroon Star Tackle Declares 
Men Who Now Favor Suspension 
Were Instrumental in Putting the 
Game in Its Present Condition— 
University of Chicage Athietes Will 
Not Take Part in the A. A. U. Sports 
at Cincizunati. 


John Webb, Chicago's star "09 tackle, who 
is declared to be the best tackle Stagg ever 
has developed, throws the burden of blame 
for the present situation in football on the 
shoulders of the college professors and takes 
a sharp fling at the faculty of his alma mater 
and other schools which have asked for the 
abolition of the game in a statement of his 
views. 

Officials and instructors of the great uni- 
versities, egpecially those which have fa- 
vored the suspension of the game, are de- 
cried for the weak and cowardly man- 
ner in which they have sought to remedy 
the troubles after letting them lag, neg- 
lected. Their attempt now to shift the blame 
on the rules committee, he deciares, is not 
only discreditable to scholars, but silly. He 
says: 

“A few serious evils have come because 
football officials have not done their duty; 
for these and other minor evils the football 
management is often directly responsible. 
But two great fundamental wrongs, per- 
taining to football and all other athletics 
are chargeable to officers and instructors of 
the universities, and chiefly, no doubt, to 
those who have vociferated their demand 
for abolition of the football game. 


Allow “Flunks” in Classes. 


These officials and instructors have done 
most of all persons to ‘ ruin the game,’ when 
in a weak and cowardly manner, they have 
failed to keep athletic candidates attending 
their classes strictly up to the scholastic 
standards required by their respective insti- 
tutions. They have varied this procedure at 
times with another as discreditble, that of 
misusing an athletic candidate by flunking 
him out of hand without cause. Thisis stated 
after taking fully into consideration the fact 
that many ought to be flunked; they ought 
to be flunked patiently neverthless, and ac- 
cording to the forms prescribed by the college 
law. 

“The second respect in which these in- 
structors have conspired to ruin the game 
is in the matter of neglect of the game, shift- 
ing the burden of failure to build up a far 
reaching polley in athletics upon a rules cm- 
mittee, perchance, in charge of petty detalls. 
The Thanksgiving day game, for instance, 
ought to have been abolished long ago. Par- 
ticularly in regard to the selection of officials 
ought a policy for the guidance of the man- 
agement to have been discussed and estab- 
lished and so with many other points, es- 
pecially those pertaining to eligibility of can- 
didates for any Kind of athletics.” 


Bury A. A. U. Hatchet. 


According to an announcement made yes- 
terday by Acting Athletic Director Dr. J. B. 
Raycroft, the official burial of the hatchet, 
following the patching up of the breach be- 
tween «he A. A. U. and the University of 
Chicago over the Eckersall affair, which was 
to have taken place March 10 at Cincinnati 
at the annual indoor championship games 
of the Central A. A. U. body, will not be 
celebrated. 

Chicago has a dual meet with Wisconsin op 
this date, and the maroons will not be repre- 
sented in the meet to be held in the Ohio 
city. It was believed at the Midway that 
out of courtesy several of the athletes not 
eligible to compete in intercollegiate games, 
owing either to lack of scholarship efficiency 
or the one year’s residence rule, would be 
sent to take part in the meet. 


Dr. Raycroft Vetoes Idea. 

However, there are so few athletes from 
other colleges taking work at the Midway 
institution at the present time and the list 
of ineligibles is so large that Dr. Raycroft 
has deemed it advisable to abandon the 
idea altogether. For the scholastically in- 
eligible he has decided that every minute 
of spare time is needed in order that the 
professors may give them an early oppor- 
tunity to regain a satisfactory standing. 

Since the Illinois meet the list of scholarly 
deficients remains unchanged. All the ath- 
letes with the exception of Lightbody, who 
is still troubled witn his eyes, have been 
cramming, many of them hiring tutors to 
prepare them for the examinations they will 
take this week before the Ilinſ come to Bart- 
lett gymnasium for the second meeting with 
the maroons. 

Just how many of the Midway men will 
be eligible again on Saturday will not be 
known until shortly before the meet. The 
real fighting strength of the maroons, ac- 
cordingly, cannot be ascertained until the 
meet actually takes place. There is only 
one man, Lightbody, who has no chance to 
get back into the good graces of the faculty 
for the meet. 

Rooters Doubtful of Outcome. 

Whether the Midway team can win without 
the services of Lightbody is a problem which 
the supporters of the maroon team cannot 
solve satisfactorily. At the most it is an 
even break, they fear, with the chances in 
favor of a second victory for Illinois.

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MARES AS SPEED PRODUCERS ARE 
GIVEN MORE ATTENTION. 


Female Line of Pedigree Now Is Re- 
garded with as Thoughtfal Consid- 
eration as the Male—List of Sires 
of the Best Broodmares—National 
Trotting Association Adopts a Rul- 
ing Which Forbids Brivere to Carry 
a Timing Watch During a Race. 


[BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE.) 

The speed producing qualities of mares are 
given far more attention in the harness horse 
world than was the case a few years ago, and, 
in the case of stallions and of mares intended 
for the breeding ranks, the female lines of 
the pedigree are given just as thoughtful con- 
sideration as ig the male side of the house. 

Not many years ago it was esteemed a 
wonderful happening if a mare produced a 
couple of trotters capable of doing a miie in 
2:50 or a pair of pacers with 2:25 speed, or one 
of each. Mares of this class were designated 
great broodmares, given a separate place 
in the year book, and otherwise treated with 
consideration. Since then the speed stan- 
dard, so far as racing purposes are con- 
cerned, has been changed greatly by reason 
of the imvention of the pneumatic sulky and 
the more intelligent breeding of harness 
horses, until now a 2:30 trotter or a 2:25 pacer 
ig a common article. 

In order to give some idea of the male fines 
of the pedigrees of the best broodmares, the 
following‘ table has been compiled. It gives 
the name and sire of every mare which has 
produced three or more trotters or pacers 
with records of 2:20 or better, and as an in- 
dicator to both breeders and horsemen will 
be found of Interest and value. 

It will be noted that the names of C. M. 
Clay Jr., Onward; Kentucky Prince, Red 
Wilkes, Nutwood, Alcantara, and Jay Gould 
appear more than once in the List, but the 
only stallion with three of his “daughters in 
the list is Nutwood. This is in accordance 
with the fact that Nutwood is unquestion- 
ably the greatest broodmare sire, and he 
stands the test when the standard is a high 
one, as well as when the production of a

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One of the rules adopted by the congress of 
- the National Trotting association at its re- 
cent meeting, and which was not made public 
th the telegraphed reports of the session, is 
that, except by express permission of the 
judges, no driver shall be permitted to carry 
timing watch during the progress of a race. 
This rule, if strictly enforced, will mean a 
lot to the present generation of professional 
feinsmen, all of whom have accustomed 
themselves to the use of a timer during a 
ace. By means of it a man who is not a 
ace of pace can keep an accurate tab on 
Ris horse during every quarter of each mile 
trotted or paced, and the importance of such 
an aid to driving a race cannot be overesti- 
mated. : 
Ot course there are still left on the minor 
ircuits a few men whose only rule of driv- 
img is to shut their eyes and dig for the pole 
the instant the word is given, but they cut no 
Ggure, ordinarily, in the result. 
In the old days, when the present accurate 
and convenient timers. were unknown, the 
driver who Was à judge of pace had about 15 
per cent the best of it over a fellow jock not 
possessed of that faculty. But even the men 
who were natural judges of the speed at 
Which their horses were going fifteen or 
twenty years ago have come to depend wholly 
en the timer slung around their necks, and it 
will be a long time before even the best of 
them regain their one time proficiency in the 
Matter of judging how fast the fellows in 
front that went away from the wire driving a 
finish are going. 
That a good deal of dishonest work has re- 
ted from the watch carrying habit is not 
be denied. The cheater in the sulky who, 
r example, does not wish to get his trotter 
ut of the 2:15 class at a small meeting where 
ere is little betting, but where the track isa 
first class mile course, has only to keep a 
Vigilant eye on his timer to know exactly at 
What rate of speed his horse is stepping each 
quarter, and if the clip set by the other start- 
ers is too fast to suit his views he will take 
Back at the proper time and avoid winning 
the heat. Of course this is a rank injustice to 
the other horses in the race that he is capable 
of beating, as it enables him to stay for weeks 
or months in a class from which, if honestly 
driven, he would have graduated the first 
time his horse turned around for the word on 
@ good day and track. 


Civil Action to Be Taken. 


The latest in regard to the Lou Dillon 
doping case is that, although both par- 
ties have applied to the National Trotting 
association. for a hearing of the matter and 
have been notified that the case will come 
up next May, the Memphis association wiil 
bring a civil action in the meantime, so that 
the whole affair will likely be aired in the 
eivil courts before it engages the attention 
Of the turi ribunal. 

Up tou few days ago George Spear, for- 
meriy trainer and driver of the Smathers 
norses, declined to make any statemént other 
than the one contained in hisafidavit, whicn 
Was made one of the papers in the suit 
brought by the Memphis track to recover 
possession of the Memphis gold cup. In the 
meantime Smathers has said some things 
about Spear that the latter does not like, and 
he has issued the following: 

In spite of all reports to the contrary, I have, 
up to this time, made no statements of any

As stated above, this is the only statement I 
ever have made to the press, and this is all I 
will say about the matter until the case comes up 
in court, 

Itis generally understood that the affidavits 
made by Spear and Ed Sanders are not by 
any means the cnly ammunition that the 
officials of the Memphis track have in hand. 
It was natural that only enough should be 
made public at the time of filing the suit for 
possession of the cup to warrant the New 
York courts in taking action. It would hard- 
ly be expected that the testimony of Sanders, 
the confessed doper of the mare, would be 
put forward without ccrroboration, and the 
Memphis track is not the sort of organiza- 
ticn to make serious charges that cannot be 
proven satisfactorily. 


Smathers’ Attack Expected. 


Smathers’ attack on Spear was to be ex- 
pected. A number of years ago Spear was 
mixed up in a nasty case of horse pulling 
during a rate over the Cleveland track, and 
at that time he turned.state’s evidence, in 
a way, claiming he was instructed py the 
owner o€ the horse to not win with hint. The 
owner was expelled and Spear allowed to 
drive again. It is not to pe expected that 
evidence as to the doping of horses will be 
secured from the most reputable people in 
the world, but other facts can be brought 
out and their truth established, so that a 
jury of intelligent mén will bave no difficulty 
ix, reaching a verdict in the matter. 

I have not met a man who saw Lou Dillon 
after the first heat of the famous cup race 


+ who does not believe there was something 


wrong with the mare, and it certainly Is a 
general belief that she was tampered with. 
That the Memphis track would seek to re- 
gain posseseion of the trophy for the owner- 
ship of which the race was trotted, unless 
it had ample proof to convince a reasonable 
person that there was foul work in connec- 
tion with the event, is not to be considered 
possible. 

ank Herdic, wha died at Williamsport, 
Pa., the other day, was the best known 
pool seller in the country, and his face had 
been a familiar one at the rrincipal trotting 
tracks for the last thirty years. 

Herdic was 68 years old at the time of his 
death but in some ways he had lived a full 
century. The strenuous life was at all times 
the one for him, and he could do with little 
sleep and then put in a hard day selling 
pools. His vitality was something phenom- 
enal, but when he was taken seriously ill the 
early part of last summer it generally was 
umderstood that he would never leave his bed. 

Herdic was a man of infinite jest, and 
at times his remarks to the crowd in front 
of the pool box -were witty in the extreme. 
He made money hand over fist in his busi- 
ness, but spent it with such a lavish hand 
that it is doubtful if his estate will amount 


New Rule a Good One. 

The new rule which provides that hereafter 
@ record made against time, where the horse 
starting for such record is preceded by a 
pacemaker, will not be recognized, has cast 
a bomb into the camp of the wind shield and 
dirt shield, and ‘‘ encouragement’ by a 
pacemaker in front people. 

But to the average horseman, or person 
interested in light harness horse racing, 
the enactment is a sensible one. By means 
of a runner pulling a sulky fitted with a wind 
shield going right in front of him for the 
entire mile, many a common trotter or pacer, 
which could not win a race in his class on any 
first class track, is enabled get a fast 
record, and is, if a stallion o are, adver- 
tised forever after as the possessor of that 
amount of speed, when, as a matter of fact, 
such animals are likely to be ‘* dubs.” 

In the case of a recognized champion like 
Lou Dillon or Dan Patch, or in the case 
of any horse that has shown better than 
2:05 speed under ordinary conditions, there 
would be little objection to the use of a 
wind shield, but it cannot be used by one 


set of horses and denied to all others, so the | 
Be- 


rule, as it now stands, is a good one. 
fore they were tried out behind a dirt shield, 
both Dan Patch and Lou Dillon had demon- 
strated, beyond question, that they were, 
respectively, the fastest pacer and the fastest 
trotter in the world. Altering the rule at this 
date can take nothing from the glory of their 
achievements. But the new rule will prevent 
a lot of chicanery on the part of un- 
crupulous men who have stallions to which 
they desire to give a fast record. When 
this rule and some others that are now on the 
way to being put on the books are in active 
operation, the sport of harness racing will 
be much changed for the better. The time 
record business, except in the case of horses 
already recognized as champions or possible 
champions, is in most cases a nuisance, and 
often has been made the medium of a fraud. 


HERMANN NOW SKIPPER 
Of THE OSBORN YACHT. 


| President of Lake Michigan Association 


Becomes Managing Owner of Lipton 
Cup Candidate, to Be Built at Oshkosh 


President U. J. Hermann of the Lake Michi- 
gan Yachting association, and a prominent 


member of the Columbia Yacht club, last 


week became principal owner of the new 
twenty-one footer known as the Osborn boat. 
The prospective Lipton cup contender orig- 
inally was ordered by Commodore F. S. 
Osborn of the Columbia club, who, it was 
announced, would be the sole owner of it, 
but several days ago Mr. Osborn decided 
to form a syndicate which would share with 
him the expense of building and maintain- 
ing the ‘yacht. Subsequently Mr. Hermann 
offered to take a two-thirds interest in the 
craft, with the stipulation that he should 
become managing owner and skipper. 

The offer was accepted by Commodore Os- 
born during the last week. The head of 
the Columbia club will f. his flag from the 
yacht, of which great things are expected in 
the big series to be sailed next August. 

As already announced, the design is from 
the board of C. D. Mower of New York, but 
Mr. Hermann has decided not to have the 
boat built in the east as originally intended, 
but has forwarded the contract for construc- 
tion to Jones & La Borde of Oshkosh, who 
will at once proceed with the work. 

The Wisconsin men are now engaged in 
turning out a yacht of the same class for 
William Hale Thompson of the new Illinois 
Athletic club, but the designs, while both 
calling for the centerboard type, will be con- 
siderably different. The name of the new 
craft is announced as Bill Poster and ac- 
cording to the plans it will be the most ex- 
treme boat of the Lipton fleet as well as the 
largest. It will carry the full limit ef sail 
and the minimum amount of ballast and will 
present a number of innovations in the boat 
building line. The contract calls for deliv- 
ery May 1. 

Construction on the New Illinois is pro- 
ceeding rapidly and it seems likely that it will 
be the first of the squadron to be finished. 
Mr. Thompson received a letter from Jones 
& La Borde yesterday in which the builders 
stated the hull had been entirely planked 
and was ready for the smoothing up process. 

The Lipton cup, which is on a junketing 
trip around the principal ports of the great 
lakes, was in Dyluth last week, where it is 
said to have impressed the members of the 
new club in that city to the extent that a 
representative boat from there may enter the 
lists. This week the trophy will go to Su- 
perior and the following week will be sent to 
Oshkosh. The last named city, while not 
being strictly a great lakes port, contains a 
number of twenty-one footer advocates, who 
have been !noculated with the Lipton germ 
and are said to be in a critical condition, with 
but slight hopes of recovery.

Confession of Colored Fighter That

Lightweight Champion Joe Gans was the 
star attraction in pugilism last week, and 


during the time he held the center of the 
stage he confessed to faking with Jimmy 
Britt and with Terry McGovern. These bat- 
tles always have been on the suspicious list, 
but the “ framers” of them were too close 
mouthed to peach.“ And even now, when 
brought face to face with the facts, they are 
kud in their denials. 

Gans’ disclosures implicate the Britt broth- 
ers, Jimmy and Willie, Al Herford, and him- 
self in the Britt fake, and himself and Her- 
ford in the McGovern affair. Regarding the 
latter he states that he and his crooked ”’ 
manager expected to reap a harvest, but that 
his share of the ill gotten proceeds fell away 
below expectations. 

There wére no details other than the bet- 
ting angle in the McGovern job, but, accord- 
ing to his confession, it required master 
minds to pull off the Britt faxe successfully. 
He said Herford was compelled to post $5,000 
as a guarantee that he [Gans] would not 
knock out Jimmy, and that, failing to live up 
to the agreement. his end of the purse money 
would be only 10 per cent; also, that if he 
permitted Jimmy to make a good showing 
and then lose on a: foul, he would receive 
2% per cent of the purse, and, presumably, a 
percentage of the winning bets. 

— 

The Britts and Herford, as naturally would 
be expected, deny the battle was fought other 
than on the level, and there youare. Idoubt 
if Gans would have confessed if he was not 
compelled to shoulder all the responsibility. 
He was denounced as being the greatest 
faker in the business, and this by men who 
profited by his dishcnest work. He desired 
a return match with Jimmy Britt to demon- 
strate his superiority, but Jimmy denounced 
him a faker and would have no dealings with 
him. This, Gans considered, was rubbing 
it in too hard, hence his exposure. 

Having told tho inside facts of his battle 
with Britt, it was only right he should tell 
what he knew of the McGovern affair. These, 
he states, are the only crooked fights he took 
part in, and his record during his twelve 
years. in the ring shows no others. We, who 
are several thousand miles from San Fran- 
cisco, are compelled to judge coast fight mat- 
ters from the press accounts and from private 
sources, both more or less prejudiced, but 
all of the press accounts and all the private 
information that could be gleaned stated the 
Gans-Britt fight smelled strongly of fake. 

Gans simply could not or would not fight, 
with the result that Jimmy, according tothe 
reported compact, had all the better of the 
milling. He repeatedly struck Gdns when 
the latter was down, and after several 
cautions was disqualified in the fifth round. 
The peculiar thing about Britt’s foul tactics 
is that he never indulged in them before nor 
since. He has been fighting professionally 
just four years, during which he has contest- 
ed in fifteen battles, and never so far forgot 
himself as to hit a fallen opponent. He 
generally is spoken of as being the coolest 
fighter in the game, but he certainly did not 
demonstrate it when he fought Gans. In 
fact, he fought as if he courted disqualifica- 
tion and made a grand stand play by taking 
a wallop at the referee because he gave 
him what, Gans says, he was looking for. 

— 

The exposé deprives Gans of the pleasure of 
ever meeting Britt in the ring, which is a 
good thing for James Edward. There has 
been talk of barring the colored champlon 
from the coast, but judging from his present 
match with Mike Twin’ Sullivan, which 
is to be decided at Les Angeles under the 
management of Morris Levy of San Fran- 
cisco, California fight fans like to see him in 
action. : 

Before belhg matched with Mike, the col- 
ored fellow proposed to fight Britt, Nelson, 
Herman, and Herrera ten rounds each, all 
ii the same ring, on the same night, with 
a twenty minute Intermission between fights. 
All Gans requested was to select his cppo- 
nents, and if he lost_only one fight he was 
not to receive a penny. The proposition, 
while a bold one, would never be accepted, ag 
the men he offers to ight would not enhance 
their reputaticns. 

— 

Now that Gans has become penitent and 
has whetted the public s appetite for scandal, 
other guilty fighters, managers, and pro- 
moters might offer to take the witness stand 
ance testify what they know about jobs. lam 
positive a number of Chicago fight fans 
woud like to hear from Sam Pooler regard- 
ing the frameup between his fighter, Ed- 
die Santry, and Terry McGovern which failed 
to go through because Terry, accidentally 
and unintentionally, knocked Santry out in 
the fifth round. Sam might confess how his 
boy and McGovern rehearsed their boxing 
stunt, how the boy who did not live, up to his 
agreement not to try for a knockout was not 
to teceive a penny of the purse, and how, 
after the accidental knockout, Terry's man- 
ager, Sam Harris, squared matters by paying 
Santry about $700, the amount, he claimed, 
he had bet that he would stay the limit. That 
would not make bad reading, would it?

Billy Nolan, who looks after Batling Nel- 
son's interests, was the happiest man in the 
country when he read of Gans’ accusation 
of Jimmy Britt. Billy ip the only manager 
of a fighter who gave the San Francisco fight 
promoters a winning argument. They tried 
to bulldoze him into accepting Jeffries as 
referee of the Britt-Nelson fight, but he 
stood pat and practically compelled them to 
accept the man he wanted For this Jim 
Coffroth, who managed the fight, deducted 
$1,000 from his end of the purse for the ref- 
eree’s services and has not, as yet, paid him 
the $5,000 due him from the pictures of the 
contest. Besides this Coffroth, it is reported, 
has barred him or his boy Nelson from fight- 
ing at San Francisco, to which Nolan takes 
no exceptions, stating he would not fight in 
Frisco until he receives the $5,000 due him 
and Bat.“ 

Nolan claims Coffroth was in on the Britt- 
Gans fake to the extent that he personally 
handed over to Britt the winner’s end of 
the purse. Also that Coffroth threatened to 
show up Jimmy by producing duplicates of 
the checks. Nolan is a native son and 
was quite intimate with Coffroth at the time, 
and he undoubtedly knows what he is talk- 
ing about. Billy has practically matched 
Nelson to fight Britt on the coast in April, 
but not unless Coffroth pays him the $5,000. 

— 

Fred Cooley, the Chicago heavyweight, 
was accidentally forced into the puglilistic 
limelight at Toledo, where, on Feb. 17, he 
upset Jack O’Brien and practically beat him 
in three rounds. Cooley is a modest, unas- 
suming young fellow and said he was sorry 
he hit Jack so hard, as it lost him a good job. 

“That,” said Cooley, surprised me, as T 
really did not think I could connect hard 
enough to upset him. Jack then announced 
to the spectators that he was not in condi- 
tion, having dissipated a bit, and said he 
would bet $1.000 he could lick me in one 
round. This speech wag hissed, and when he 
walked off the stage without finishing th2 
third round he was called back. We wentat 
it again, and I hatided him another soaker 
which almost put him away. When we 
reached our dressing room I asked him what 
time the train left for the east, and he re- 
plied: “ Chicago for you.“ He paid me $200, 
four weeks’ salary, the remaining time of 
my contract, and discharged me. 

J am sorry it happened, but now that Iam 
footloose I am willing to fight him twenty 
rounds. I do not say I can beat him, but as 
I knocked him down twice at Cincinnati and 
again at Toledo, I might do the trick in a 
fight on the level.“

Chicago fight fans received a jolt when 
they learned of Benny Yanger’s defeat in 
four rounds at the hands of Tommy Murphy. 
The contest took place at Philadelphia, and 
was a nip and tuck affair until the third 
round, when Murphy. on a breakaway, 
slipped over a right hand hook on Benny's 
jaw which practically ended the fight. Yanger 
never recovered from the punch, and when 
he regained his feet he was all but out, and 
therefore easy to upset. The third time down 
Murphy, thinking he was out, left the ring, 
which, according to the rules, lost him the 
battle. He was brought back for the fourth 
round. during which, Benny says, a sponge 
was knocked out of the hands of one of his 
seconds, and the referee, seeing it, declared 
Yanger the loser. Yanger admits he was 
beaten, although but for the sponge incident 
he might have staid the limit.

Marvin Hart’s defeat at the hands of Tom- 
my Burns at Los Argeles was the biggest 
surprise in heavywe'ght pugiliem since Jef- 
fries defeated Fitzsimmons at Corey Island.

Hart's showing with Jack Johnson was 1 
sorry one for a championship aspirant, but 
as he beat Jack Root handily ard had. it wis 
thought. developed in the hands cf Ryan, it 
was expected he would fight in champ onship 
style. Burns was néver considered better 
than a third rater with a quick. chopry I-ft 
hard jab. It was this jab. which rarely 
missed the mark. that dieconcerted Hart. 
and when the jabber did not jab he clinched 
so cleverly or hotfooted it so speedily that 
Marvin was urable to land the punch which 
he figured would net him the icng end of the 
purse and retain his bonore.

Other matters, too, are on the slate to come 
up. The principal one will probably bea dis- 
cussion over the Glidden tour route, which 
has been announced to go through Canada, 
Maine, and to New York instead of the old 
way through New York, Massachusetts, and 
Maine. There isa protest also over the start- 
ing point, the far easterners objecting to Buf- 
falo, which was selected mainly because the 
present holder of the Glidden trophy hails 
from the Buffalo Automobile club. It is said 
that if the tour is started from Buffalo 
there will be a scarcity of entries, although 
this is doubted by many. 

Some even propose that the actual compe- 
tition for the trophy be limited to a portion 
of the trip, leaving the remainder a pleasure 
jaunt for those who care to continue. Mon- 
treal is named as a good place to wind up the 
competition part of the affair. It is claimed 
that the best roads named are only fair, and 
none of them good, and that an insurmount- 
able difficulty is a Canadian ferry which can 
only take one car at a time and uses up half 
an hour each time in making the round trip. 
This would slow the tourists so that it would 
be an all day job getting across this river. 
Then, too, the time allotted for the entire 
tour is said to be too long and that not many 
would be able to get away from business for 
more than a week. 

There is also some talk of classifying the 
cars as to horsepower, cost, and cylinder dis- 
placement, although that has not been given 
much consideration to date. 


Glidden’s Globe Girdling. 


Charles J. Glidden, donor of the trophy, 
hopes to be able to take part in the affair, 
although at the present time he is engaged 
in putting a circle around the globe. Chi- 
cagoans heard from Mr. Glidden this week, 
and the report he makes gives him the cham- 
pionship tourist’s crown, for up to Jan. 17, 
when he was in Calcutta, he had toured 
29,505 miles, which includes 4,345 miles in 
India, which is the greatest distance an au- 
tomobile has ever traveled in that country. 
In the course of his wandering Mr. Glidden 
has passed through twenty-seven countries, 
he has been the first to circle the globe in an 
automobile, the first to cross the arctic 
circle, in Swed@n, Aug. 16, 1903; first to reach 
the most southerly road in the world, Bluff, 
New Zealand, Feb. 5, 1905; first to drive upon 
railway tracks, from Minneapolis to Vancou- 
ver, 1,808 miles, in September, 1904. He had 
been on the road 240 days when he wrote. 

His route book shows his mileage as fol- 
lows: Australia and Tasmania, 2,109 miles; 
Austria, 627 miles; Bavaria, 295; Belgium, 
160; Bohemia, 315; Canada, 1.251; Denmark, 
806: England, 2,689; Fiji islands, 200; France, 
4.565; Germany, 1,546; Hawail, 30; Holland, 
435; Ireland, 1.510; Italy, 508; Java, 1,250; 
Malaya, 308; New Zealand, 1,145; Scotland, 
200; Spain, 30; Sweden, 1,540; Switzerland, 
1.097: United States, 2,612; Wales, 427; Afridi, 
41: Swat, 19; India, 4,345; total, 29,506 miles. 

This has not been a continuous trip, though, 
Mr. Glidden coming home from Europe last 
summer in order that he might participate 
it, the Glidden tour. After that was over he 
retraced his steps and on his second trip he 
has made 4,405 miles, passing through Afridi, 
Swat. and India. His future plans are not 
known, but ft is believed that after he finishes 
India he will continue his exp‘orations. 


Employer Whitewashes Hemery. 


Hemery, winner of the Vanderbilt cup race 
who got into trouble at the Ormond meet 
through his refusal to obey the referee, 
which resylted in his disqualification, has 
reached Paris, and reports say he has been 
whitewashed by the automobile firm employ- 
ing him. This naturally causes Americans 
to wonder if the Automobile Club of France 
will follow suit. If that organization does 


so it is likely to cause international compll- 


cations, for the American Automobile asso- 
ciation will have its toes trodden on through 
the refusal to recognize its rulings. It is 
thought hardly poseible here that France will 
care to cut off relations with America in 


this manner, although it is possible Hemery 


may be reinstated in case he offers an apol- 


ogy, as he had to do to square himself with 


the Italians, with whom he got in a similar 


row through his talking back to the officials 


of the Florio cup race, in which he was the 
favorite, only to be badly beaten. 

Barney Oldfield concluded his theatrical

new racer. The track champion has a south- 
ern circult mapped out which will keep him 
busy for.some time.

SEND DEBTORS 1 PRISON 


ENGLISH JAILS HELD 19, 880 or- 
| SEEDER 1 LAST YEAR. 
Famous Act Which Charles Di 
Helped to Get Ie a Failure During 
Twelvemonth Payment Han Deen 
Extorted from Over 145,000 by 
Threats of confinement—Poor Are 
Victims of Law, While Rich Escape 
Through the Court. . 


[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE.) 
LONDON, Feb. 16.—One of the chief topics 


of discussion in this country at present ds a 


paper which Judge Parry read on Monday 
before the Manchester Statistical society, 
showing the fallacy of the popular notion 
that there is no such thing as imprisonment 
for debt in England. As long ago as 1869 
an act of parliament was passed which pur- 
ported to abolish imprisonment for debt. It 
was regarded as a signal triumph for John 
Howard, Charies Dickens, and the other re- 
formers who had waged such strenuous war- 
fare against the pernicious system. But so 
far, it seems, has the act failed to accomplish 
its purpose that at the present time there are 
more men and women lodged in British jails 
because they can’t pay what they owe than 
there were when John Howard began his 
agitation, 
1905, the number of those who were impris- 
oned for debt amounted to 19,880. The vast 
majority of them belonged to the working 
classes. Most of them owed only trivial 
sums. They were consigned to jail on com- 
mitments from the county courts at the suit 
of private creditors. During the same period 
payment was extorted from over 145,000 
debtors in small amounts under a county 
court's threat of imprisonment. 


Law for Rich, Another for Poor. 

It is a case of one law for the rich and an- 
other for the poor. The rich debtor, no mat- 
ter what reckless extravagances he may 
have indulged in, easily obtains relief from 
his creditors by going through the bank- 
ruptcy court. But that entafls the payment 
of fees entirely beyond the means of the ordi- 
nary wage earner. If pressed he must either 
pay up or go to jail. Judge Parry shows that 
while. pretending to abolish imprisonment 
for debt there has been left in existence a sys- 
tem under which every small debtor's person 
is his creditor’s security. And.the system 
has created a large class of merciless com- 
mercial harpies, who, by promises of easy 
terms and long credit inveigle poor people 
into buying things they can't afford and for 
the most part don't need, and then clap them 
into jail if they do not pay up to the last 
penny the exorbitant prices which they are 
invariably charged. 

There has grown up of late, and more par- 
ticularly during the last five years,'a huge 
swarm of firms who make it their business to 
tempt people of small means to get into debt. 
They range from big firms doing an enormous 
business on more or less honest lines down to 
mushroom adventurers ‘ealing in shoddy 
goods by means of alluring circulars that are 
often no better than swindles. But the offer 
to deliver goods on credit and take payment 
by installments is the common feature of all 
of them, 

Encourage Extravegance of People. 

There has also been, during the same period, 
a large development of the same class of busi- 
ness among ordinary tradesmen. The sale 
of furniture on the hire system has become 
almost universal, even in the case of trans- 
actions to the amount of less than a dollar. 
It has been extended to the sale of jewelry, 
planos, and musical instruments of all kinds; 
perambulators, bicycles, and every variety. of 
goods which the working classes now aspire 
to possess. A host of drummers are contin- 
ually engaged in tempting both the husbands 
and wives of the wage earning classes to 
mortgage their earnings for weeks, months, 
and even years in advance. 

This pernicious system of credit with all its 
incidental evils is fourded upon the machih- 
ery provided by the county courts for the 
recovery of small debts.““ It is the ulti- 
mate security furnished by the committal 
order which consigns the unfortunate debtor 
to jail, as Judge. Parry points out, which 
alone makes credit possible, in the great 
majority of cases, for.the man without cap- 
ital or goods. The law creates this uncatural 
state of things and the inevitable resul: ig to 
destroy thrift, to encourage improvidence, to 
create poverty, and to aggravate the troubles 
of the poor. 

Judge Parry’s disclosures have made a 
profound impression and his contention that 

mprisonment for debt, under Whatever legal 

ction it may be disguised. should be swept 
away forever; meets with powerful support 
from all shades of public opinion.

Dr. Geehrs was blown off the slope 
into space time after time, but was dragged 
back by the guides to firm ground in each 
case and only with the greatest efforts. If 
the rope had broken the doctor would have 
been hurled 4,000 feet below on tothe glacier; 
of which he caught several glimpses while 
helpless in the air. - 

After half an hour the hurricane abated 
and the three climbers, crawling on their 
hands and knees, and moving only one at a 
time, reached a sheltered spot, where they 
rested, and later made their way down to 


Zermatt.

Emperor Refers Matter to People. 


Realizing that this meant nothing mo 
less than a repeal of the unton of the — 
pire, the old kaiser suggested that the mat- 
ter should be referred to a new parllament 
elected on a basis of universal suffrage. To 
the grant of any extension of the franchise 
the nationalists showed themselves even stil] 
more opposed, and it was then that the em- 
Deror, fnding that there was nothing to be 
done ‘with the nationalists, with whem he 
had been negotiating for two years, distoived 
Parliament, and made up his mind to pro- 
claim universal suffrage by a decree, and 
ne ber to the people against the nation- 

It is possible that Francis Joseph ‘might 
even have been willing to yield in economic 
matters. But he would not tolerate the at- 
titude of the nationalists with regard to the 
army. According to the terms of the constitu- 
tion of 1867, sanctioned by the Magyar par- 
Hament, the absolute command and control 
of the Austro-Hungarian army was con- 
firmed to him, legislative rights being limited 
to the approval or rejection of army credits, 
and to the annual vote for the enrollment of 
recruita The organization and direction of 
the Austro-Hungarian army was left wholly 
within the discretion of the monarch. 


“No Distinct Hungarian Army. 


It must thoroughly be understood that 
there is no separate Hungarian army, and 
never has been since its destruction by the 
Turks at Mohachs in 1526. When the term 
Austro-Hungarian army is.used it means 
that the regular army is the army of the 
dual empire as a whole, composed partly of 
Austrian troops and partly of Hungarian 
born soldiers, also of Slovace, Croats, Bos- 
nians, etc., all united into one compaat forced 
under one central organization, headed by 
the emperor as generalissimo.. It may be 
added that many of the commanding gen- 
erals and superior officers are either Mag- 
yars, Croats, or Slovacs. Besides this, there 
is a purely Hungarian militia, or-honved, of 
no military account, in spite of the immense 
sume of money uselessly squandered upon 
it by the Hungarian cabinet, to which it is 
subject. 


Nationalists Want Separate Army, 


What the nationaliste demand is that all 
the Hungarian trotps of the regular army 
should be banded into a separate and purely 
Hungarian force, commanded exclusively: by 
Hungarian officers, flying the Hungarian col- 
ers, and directed not by the emperor but 
by the Hungarian cabinet. Thls, of course, 
the emperor cannot and will not graut.

THE DUTY OF THE COUNCIL. 

The chief of police says he will continue 
to issue permits for the sale of liquor after1 
o’clock a. m. at dance halls. He has no 
authority to do it, but he pretends that he 
has. He puts an interpretation of his own 
on a section of one of the ordinances. It 
rests with the council to put a stop to the 
usurpation of authority of which the chief 
of police is guilty. 

When the council passed an ordinance di- 
recting that liquor should not be sold after 
1. a. m it made a regulation which it did not 
suppose could be misunderstood. When it 
authorized the issuance of special permits 
for bars at dance halls it did not imagine 
that the chief of police would grant permits 
under which liquor would be sold after 1 
a.m. But he has done so. The permits are 
clearly illegal, but he persists in granting 
them. 

The council ought first to curb the lawless 
chief of police by inserting in the ordinance 
relating to special permits a provision that 
liquor shal] not be sold under them after 1 
a. m. Probably the chief of police would 
then feel constrained to abandon a vicious 
practice. The amendment is one to which 
no alderman should object and which can be 
adopted with little loss of time. 

Aldermen have heard and read much 
about dance halls and their evils during the 
last few weeks. It must have become plain 
to them that the police department as at 
present constituted cannot be trusted to deal 
with the subject. It takes too lenient a 
view of disorder and debauchery. It per- 
verts existing ordinances for the benefit of 
disreputable dance halls. 

The council should take up this question 
of special bar permits for dance halls. It 
should inquire how far its own legislation 
on the subject is in conflict with Supreme 
court decisions and modify it where there 
is a conflict. It should enact a more rigid 
and guarded ordinance concerning dance 
halls, one that it will not be so easy for the 
chief of police to find loopholes in for the 
benefit of disorderly resorts. 

An excellent suggestion was made by 
Judge Lindsey of the Denver Juvenile court 
in an address delivered in this city. It 
was that if the probation officers were given 
police powers the dance halls would soon 
find it costly to harbor young girls. The 
average patrolman has not the discretion, 
the judgment, and the tenderness which he 
should have to make him the proper guar- 
dian of the welfare of young girle who find 
their way into the corrupting dance halls of 
Chicago. The experienced probation officer 
manifestly is the man to decide what young 
girls ought to be at home instead of at a 
dance hall. A policeman is fit only to inter- 
vene when there is fighting, and there would 
be little fighting if there were less liquor 
drinking. 

The council can do something to make 
dance halls less demoralizing. It should 
recognize its responsibility and act.

GROUND ARMS! 

While the peace of Durope is in jeopardy 
through the uncompromising attitude of the 
powers in council at Algeciras, the baroness 
von Suttner’s description of the horrors of 
war is running through new editions in vari- 
ous languages, among them being the sixth 
in English. The award of the $40,000 Nobel 
prise for promoting universal peace has 
drawn public attention afresh to this book, 
which, on its merits, had already been cir 
culated widely. 

“Ground Arms” (Die Waffen Nieder!) 
is the story of an Austrian lady of rank 
whose misfortune it is to lose her husband in 
the war of 1859, and who has experience of 
battlefields and hospitals in the war of 1866. 
The Franco-Prussian conflict of 1871 is 
also described with all the suffering which it 
entailed. Throughout the story of these 
wars the thought is kept prominent that 
the question involved was a dynastic ques- 
tion or at best one that concerned the peo- 
ple much less than it did the ruler person- 
ally. The establishment of republics would, 
in the author’s opinion, do much to keep the 
peace. But even republics have sometimes 
gone to war for insufficient motives. Ip 
both monarchy and republic the people must 
be educated to look upon war with such 
horror that the rulers who hold the decision 
of peace or war in their hands will hesi- 
tate to risk their own secure possession of 
power by suggesting war unless the vital 
interests of the country require it. 

Such is the substance of the teaching of 
this famous little book. It has been com- 
pared to Uncle Tom's Cabin in its meth- 
od of attacking existing institutions in the 
guise of fiction, and in the probable extent 
of its influence. In Europe not only the 
losses of war are a heavy burden, but the 
cost of huge standing armies raised by con- 
scription is a crushing weight. In Italy; for 
instance, the permanent force under arms 
is ten times as great in proportion to the 
population as the standing army of the 
United States will be if the contemplated 
increase is made. As none of the nations 
whose territory is contiguous ventures to 
disarm while its neighbors are armed, such 
action must be brought about by common 
consent. The menace to the world’s peace 
involved in this condition of things is that it 
seems to many taxpayers that it would be 
cheaper to have a war and settle the dis- 
puted questions than to keep up a military 
establishment on the present basis. If this 
book of the baroness von Suttner can aid 
in disarmament by emphasizing the fact 
that the people have little real interest in 
any war likely to be waged, while the burden 
falls on them, the baroness will rank among 
the great benefactors of the world.

Andrew D. White, former president of 
Cornel] university, has spoken opportunely 
of the “maudlin sentimentality” ‘which 
leads co slimy, mushy, gushy " expressions 
of sympathy for condemned murderers. A 
man is spoken of as “ making a heroic fight 
for his Hfe when it is simply another mani- 
festation of the brute instinct which has 
dominated him in his previous warfare on 
society. There is nothing heroic in clinging 
to one’s own miserable life when it has been 
the destroyer of other lives. The man who 
has taken upon himself to end the earthly 
life of one or more of his fellow beings under 
circumstances which indicate that the mur- 
der was premeditated, and which make it 
reasonably sure ¢hat if left at liberty he 
would egain kill, ls put to death. Why should 
he be set free? His life is not more precious 
to the world than that of his victim. Should 
he be given as a reward lodging, food, and 
clothing at public expense all the rest of his 
natural life? In prison he would have books 
and music, he would be feasted on holidays, 
and humanitarians would see to it that he 
suffered no real discomfort. “ The best use 
to which a man may be put sometimes,” 
says Mr. White, “is to hang him.” 

Nine thousand murders are committed 
each year. It is time to think of the 9,000 
victims of the coming year. If by some 


prophetic power those future victims could . 


be pointed out, if they could be gathered 


together and the spectator assured that all 


were doomed to die by the hand of hate, the 
spontaneous cry would be, can nothing be 
done to save them? If the hanging of 9,000 
murderers could by its deterrent effect save 
9,000 innocent lives the exchange would be 
worth while. 

Whether hanging is a failure as a pre- 
ventive of murder no one can say. It has 
never been thoroughly tried in this country. 
One murderer out of forty-five is hanged, 
forty-four escape with life, and many of 
them with liberty. In Cook county exactly 


| fifty murderers have been hanged in seventy 
‘years. 


Sixteen murders have been com- 
mitted since New Year’s day. This pro- 
portion cannot be considered likely to strike 
awe into the minds of potential assassins. 
Yet a sham tenderness for human life would 
not have the number of hangings increased. 
The true humanitarianism would consent 
to any step by which lives useful, dear, and 
sacred might be saved. Let the law take its 
course. 


THE HEIRS TO GREAT WEALTH. 

There is manifested in many quarters a 
pleasing solicitude for the welfare of the 
sons of millionaires. Dr. Hirsch pities them 
because they have not enjoyed the exhilarat- 
ing education of poverty and suggests that 
social settlements be opened to diffuse the 
right kind of ideas amongthem. His propo- 
sition is by no means so radical as that of 
Prof. March of Union college. He believes 
that the sons of wealthy fathers are “ born 
to a heritage of woe,” and he has a scheme 
for ridding them of it as soon as their 
fathers die. 

He proposes that the inheritance laws 
be changed so that when a millionaire dies 


| the bulk of his property shall go to the state. 


He would let the widow and children have 
the homestead and the widow and de- 
pendent children receive from the state an 
annuity which shall be a certain per cent of 
the proceeds of the father’s estate. The 
children who were not dependent would 
have to shift for themselves. 

The excellent professor thinks that this 
would be a fair deal” and an ingenious 
‘method of avoiding socialistic or revolution- 
ary experiments. He conceives that it 
would prevent the concentration of wealth 
in a few hands and at the same time avoid 
pauperism and hardship. And yet there are 
many grown up sons, oferich parents who 
would think they were subjected to intoler- 
able hardships if they: were to be thrown 
upon their own resources. Doubtless many 
of them would manage to get along, but 
there would be some who could not. 

If a plan of this kind were to be adopted 
there should be a provision that it was not 
to take effect for about twenty years. That 
would give the millionaires of this genera- 
tion time to prepare their sons for what was 
in store for them—to develop their business 
abilities if they had any, or to provide them 
with rich wives, or set aside sufficient prop- 
erty for their comfortable support if they 
had not that ability. Even though the pro- 
fessor is firmly convinced of the feasibility 
and justice of his plan he would not be so 
hard hearted as to put it in immediate opera- 
tion. 

There is really no occasion for the sudden 
interest manifested im men who fall heirs 
to great wealth, to whose accumulation they 
did not contribute. Loungers, or loafers, 
or spendthrifts are found in their ranks, but 
the same objectionable characters are found 
among.the sons of poor parents. There are 
some men whom the hard school of poverty 
improves and others whom it ruins. In- 
herited wealth is a handicap to some and 
assists in the development of the highest 
faculties of others. The follies, frailties, or 
vices of the man who has inherited wealth 
are conspicuous and those of the man who 
has inherited poverty are not. 

It would be too much to expect all the 
sons of millionaires to make their mark in 
business, in politics, or in philanthropy, but 
a careful inquiry would show that the per- 
centage of those who do is not so small as 
seems to be assumed. Some patient sociolo- 
gist should collect statistics regarding this 
interesting subject. 


POETRY AND TIMELINESS. 

Josephine Preston Peabody, in her ad- 
dress before the Twentieth Century club, 
deplored the tendency toward timeliness of 
subject which marks the work of certain 
poets of the day, of whom Rudyard Kipling 
is a conspicuousexample. Timeliness is the 
first thing which time itself will tarmsh, 
runs her argument; the significant fact of 
today is old fashioned and quaint tomorrow. 

The real point of the situation is that we 
are too close to the facts of the era we live 
in to perceive their true significance. We 
are obliged to estimate the present by prac- 
tical, not by ideal standards. And the poet 
is, as he has always been since ancient 
Greece designated him ae a “ maker,” one 
who created ideas and images, circum- 
stances and characters, becoming different 
by this function of his from the historian, 
who found such material ready to his hand 
and used it conscientiously. 

Some poetry has the effect of history, but, 
if it would remain poetry, it must treat life 


| largely, concern itself with the destinies of 
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life of that remote but virile time whose 
passions were identical with our own, al- 
though they were writ larger—and whose 
ery viewed from the vantage of this dis- 
seems the fine essence of romance. 

Lyric poetry is timely ina way that epic 
poetry cannot be. The form itself, spon- 
taneous, impulsive, presupposes a hearer 
who ie in sympathy with ite mood. That it 
‘was like both music and religion the old 
«Classic world believed. In the hall of muses 
at the vatican are grouped together on the 
one hand Calliope and Olio, and on the 
other stands Erato, muse of lyric poetry, 
beside Urania and Buterpe, 

In this sense poetry, whatever its subject 
matter, may have a timeliness in any period 
of history. The timeliness of Kipling’s 
poems is less im his choice of incidents and 
use of Anglo-Indian phrases than in that 
spirit in them which has power to rouse 
emotion. The inspiration which any poet 
brings to his readers constitutes the time- 
liness of his poetry, and in so far ae this in- 
spiration is true and deep his work has s 
chance for immortality. 


MINISTERIAL REBATES. 

At Worcester, Mass., recently, former 
Commissioner of Labor Oarroll D. Wright 
took occasion to rap the preachers a little 
by a declaration that a member of the 
cloth who availed himself of half fare privi- 
leges was in the predicament of the cele- 
brated individual who lived in a glass house, 
He is quoted as saying: 

If Iam a minister of the gospel and I go toe ra- 
way ticket office and ask for a ticket at half price 
and get it, just why should I preach against re- 
bates next Sunday? Ethically there is no differ- 
ence between John D. Rockefeller getting a dis- 
count on the transportation of his ofl and the 
Christian Endeavor society going to Sam Francisco 
for a convention at wholesale rates. We damn 
the one and some seem to wish the damning to ex- 
tend beyond this earth, but applaud the other for 
doing the same thing. 

Mr. Wright is now president of Clark 
college, the undergraduate department of 
Clark university, and his remarks were 
made in the classroom in political economy. 
None the less he has suggested an interest- 
ing line of thought which might be taken 
in connection with certain utterances made 
by Dr. Charles E. Hewitt in a chapel ad- 
dress at the University of Chicago a few 
days ago, when he declaimed against graft 
in the ministry, warning intending clergy- 
men against attempting to mix preaching 
and any form of business which might be 
expected to thrive upon the reputation of 
those engaged in the sacred calling. 

It has long been a fair question why one 
individual who had a living from the 
preacher’s profession should have or should 
confidently expect to have special privileges 
in transportation or in business transactions 
denied to another individual making an 
equal amount or less from daily labor at 
the carpenter’s bench or in following the 
plow. 

The custom no doubt goes back to the days 
when the preacher was paid a small salary 
and much of that “in kind.” The grocer 
sold him supplies at a lower rate; the farmer 
paid his share in butter, or eggs, or potatoes, 
or wood; the stage driver cut his ordinary 
fare for the same reason. When the rail- 
road took the place of the stage coach the 
custom continued. But as time went by 
and conditions in financial circles changed, 
while other business transactions came to be 
settled under strict business rules, the min- 
ister began to claim the convenience of the 
former day as a positive right. 

If the minister goes further and uses his 
sacred calling to boom a gold mine or a rub- 
ber plantation, or an insurance company, 
in whose solidity and integrity his. parish- 
loners are led to believe because of the use 
of his name, then, in addition to being a de- 
pendent, he becomes a grafter, and grossly 
abuses his position and dishonors the cause 
he is supposed to serve. Dr. Hewitt was 
right in his warning, a caution the more 
timely just now because of the failure of 
business enterprises in this state, where 
preacher-bankers, with possibly honest in- 
tentions, duped many into bad business in- 
vestments. Most likely the history of the 
majority of the enterprisés in which preach- 
ers have engaged for the sake of getting 
money outside the proper sphere of their 
professions would show failure written in 
large letters. 


DR. FUNK’S EXPERIMENT. 

The greater efficiency brought about by 
consolidation of interests and centraliza- 
tion is evidently not fully appreciated in the 
mediumistic world. There would be no 
occasion for the distressing experience 
which has lately tried Dr. Funk's faith if 
all calls for spirits were referred to one 
central bureau, where an accurate register 
was kept. The good doctor is sorely puzzled. 
In fact, he has lost his spirits for a time. 
He asserts his belief in the spirit world, but 
he sadly feels that communication between 
the spirit world and this is still unproven, 
And yet he cannot be sure. It may be that 
Theodore Parker was playing a joke. 

It appears that Dr. Funk went to a medi- 
um in whose honesty and ability he had full 
confidence, and through her was placed in 
communication with the spirit of Theodore 
Parker, with whom he had a long and inter- 
esting conversation. Three days later Dr. 
Funk was at tle home of another medium, 
-for it must be said for the doctor that he 
is following up the investigation of spirit- 
ualism with an ardor one might almost call 
worthy of a bettercause. This second medi- 
um possesses Dr. Funk’s confidence equally 
with the first. She, too, called for the spirit 
of Theodore Parker, who reported present. 
But when reference was made to the con- 
versation three days before Mr. Parker ex- 
pressed utter ignorance on the subject and 
vigorously denied having been present at the 
house of the other medium! Dr. Funk is now 
considering all the possibilities involved in 
this state of affairs, but at the best it must 
be admitted that one’s confidence in spirit 
messages might easily be shaken by such a 
contradiction. 

If mediums are really controlled by pow- 
ers outside themselves it is evident that 
there is no assurance yet that the messages 
conveyed are from the supposed senders or 
that they are communicated without dis- 
tortion or alteration... If, however, the mes- 
sages originate within the brain of the so- 
called medium and merely constitute one of 
the forms of graft, if they are part of a 
deliberate scheme to turn to persona! profit 
through falsehood the longing of lonely 
hearts, it seems strange that there should 
not be a union of mediums like the reported 
union of loan sharks. Every attempt to 
borrow comfort or information from one 
medium might be referred at once to the 
central office, and the applicant treated ac- 
cording to the nature of the last trans- 
action. Those who wish to draw on an in- 
exhaustible fund of illusions would at least 
find their illusions respected, and be sure of 
consistent treatment.

It will be a dark day for us when we lose 
confidence in one another. Words are largely 
the currency of life. The value of the cur- 
rency issued by any man depends on its sta- 
bility. Back of it, establishing its value, must 
stand the unvarying integrity of the man. 
This priceless reserve it is that keeps men 
from moral bankruptcy. Few, if any, assets 
are of greater worth than the treasures of 
integrity and the approval of a good con- 
ecience. 

But we are t@id by many that we are under 
another system today, under the law of smart- 
ness which thinks of truth and honor only 
as the servants of personal, selfish success. 
This gross code demands that we shall lay 
aside the scruples that have purged the soul 
in the past, that we shall ridicule the virtues 
that made our fathers clean, stalwart, clear 
eyed, large souled, those virtues that, some- 
how, as we look at them, set out of sight their 
poverty and limited circumstances and place 
them in a temple whose glory is simple, 
rugged, godlike manhood. 

But even if this is a lying age, the price 
of conformity is more than you can afford to 
pay. And there never was a greater mistake 
than to believe that in order to get on in 
the world it is necessary to get off the track 
of truth and right. This is not the age of 
moral anarchy; above all, after all, right 
rules. Sporadic rebellions there may be and 
they may seem to bring power to their pro- 
moters, but you have no more right to judge 
the tone of an age by the moral obliquity ofa 
few than to pronounce a verdict on a gov- 
ernment on the evidence of the misdeeds com- 
mitted under its rule. 

We judge too often without perspective. 
We gaze in wonder at those who go up with 
the glory of the rocket, forgetting to ask the 
past whether any of the constellations came 
to their places in that manner. In the night 
of our yesterdays we can discern but a few 
of those who lived for wealth and success 
alone; they glimmer but as warnings, while 
about them, clear over all, shining unmoved 
by panics and fears, undimmed by time and 
changes, are the lives of those that have 
lived for love, for truth, and right, who 
obeyed the great moral law of the universe 
and found their place in the temple of God. 

The test of a man’s veracity is not alone in 
the exactitude of his statements; he may 
always tell the precise verbal truth and still 
be at heart a Har and in fact an outcast from 
the house of honor. The test is in whether he 
is using this currency of words solely with a 
selfish purpose or with it seeking ever to 
serve men, to enrich the world, willing to 
meet loss if love may win. 

These are they who abide in his tabernacle; 
a white name purchased by the loss of much 
that lesser souls counted gain is theirs. They 
found the true and unfading riches, the last- 
ing success of the soul. And while they yet 
lived they walked the way of truth and en- 
tered into their heritage, the heritage of the 
pure in heart, the clean of hand, the.world 
enriching life.

If, as the papers gave us to understand, the Jews were all but ex- 
terminated the other day in Odessa, the slaughter must have been pro- 
digious indeed. “ A Russian business man,” says Miss Meakin, “ assured 
me that 50 per cent of the population of Odessa (500,000) were of the 
Jewish race, and that there was a synagogue in almost every street. 
There are, he added, ‘two kinds of Jews here—the Karaim or 
Kairaite Jews, descendants of those who left Palestine before the time 
of Christ, and the Jews, descendants of those who left afterwards. The 
Kairaite Jews, who are in the majority, are greatly liked by their Rus- 
sian neighbors for their honesty, cleanliness, and kindliness of disposi- 
tion. We cannot get on with the others.“ 

Miss Meakin paid a surprise visit to Tolstoi, and was received by 
the Russian apostle with his usual simple and cordial kindliness. She 
quotes from Mme. Bentzon’s book upon him the literary likes and dis- 
likes he confided to her. “ He is a great admirer of Rousseau; he does 
not sufficiently appreciate Zola, while for Kipling he has nothing but 
contempt. To him the greatest writer of fiction was Charles Dickens, 
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ichthyosauri and the grand marine turtles. Of what use could have 
been these fingers, with numerous phalanges closed in a shell which 
held them immovable and moving all in one piece? They are useful 


in opening and closing the wing of a bird, the fin of a fish; but here 


again the phalanges are a luxury, because, if the wing and the fin have 
need of a certain suppleness, they are not at all destined to fold trans- 
versely. Many animals to whom fingers are necessary, or simply useful, 
employ but one part. Finally, their usefulness in the foot of man is 
much restrained; it is far more so again certainly in the foot of the 
elephant. 

All these observations lead us to suppose that we are in the presence 
of organs formed not by necessity but by virtue of a general law of 
ramification, only in the vegetables attaining its complete development; 
a law which we find as far back as in the crystallizations of the minerals, 
and to which I relate apparently the law of segmentation, by virtue 
of which operates the fertilization of the cellules, the essential con- 
dition of the development of all living beings. 

Consider next the upper portion of the animal and vegetable axis, 
which in both cases bears the name of head. With the plant the head 
bears the principal, sometimes the only, efflorescence; with the verte- 
brates the brain. Here are most unlike functions, but the difference will 
seem less large if we reflect that in both instances this place is occupied 

dy the organ that is the most important for the preservation of the 
species. Indeed, for the plant, immovable and defenseless, fertilization 
is the principal factor of this conservation; it is in the function destined 
to procure this for itself that the plant concentrates its life, places all 
its luxury. With the animal, when the development of the nervous sys- 
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while the altruism of George Eliot touched a responsive chord in his 
heart. He poured out all his wrath upon Kipling, whose pugnacious im- 
perialism he loathed. He denied him even talent, which, to be sure, 
was going too far.” To Miss Meakin herself Tolstol said. The last 
foreigners to call on me were two American ministers who had never 
read Emerson and never heard of Ohanning, Parker, and Thoreau! 
These are the days of telephones and superficiality. People miss the best 
of life. What is more precious than to know and to study the works 
of the truly great?’ 

Then Count Tolstoi changed the subject and told us a pretty Eng- 
lish or American—he was not sure which—legend about the Great Bear. 
There was once a little girl whose mother sent her to the brook to fetch 
thence water in a wooden bow! with a long handle. But each time the 
little one filled the bow! she found some one else wanted to drink from 
it, and she had to refill it, and refill it, and refill it, and every time she 
refilled it the good fairies, to reward the kindliness of her heart, changed 
the bow! from wood into bronze, and from bronze into silver, and from 
silver into gold, and from gold into diamond. But the dazzling diamond 
bowl was too beautiful for earth and was translated to the sky, where 
it shines still today as the Great Bear. 

Miss Meakin found the cemetery of the English men and officers who 
fell fifty years ago at the siege of Sevastopol a contrast to that where 
France interred 80 generals, 2,000 officers, and 88,000 soldiers. Not one 
single flower bloomed in the French cemetery, whereas the English, ow- 
ing to the ceaseless care of an old German gardeng and his two assist- 
ants, was a perfect blaze of the loveliest flowers. hen Miss Meakin 
offered this dear old man a ruble he declined it gracefully. “‘ Thank you, 
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tem has evolved intelligence and conscious will everything changes; the 
future belongs no longer to the most prolific race, but to the most intel- 
ligent. Of this the empire exercised by man is a proof without answer. 

The tail, which already has played so grand a role in the theory of 
evolution, comes next. It is impossible not to be struck by the dis- 
proportion which exists—its apparent enormous importance and its 
slight real importance. The grand majority of animals is provided 
with a tail, and often even those which become creatures without it 
possess it highly developed in their embryo stage. For nearly all it 
is useless, Some have used it. The kangaroo makes it a leg, the 
scorpion an arm, the horse and the giraffe a handkerchief, some animals 
an organ of seizure. Do not the rarity and the variety of its adapta- 
tions show us that we are in the presence of an organ without definite 
end? Among many animals the tail can be suppressed without it ap- 
pearing to result in any damage to the individual, as if it involved no 
more than a simple ornament. But how can we determine to see only 
an ornament in an organ which, among the vertebrates, is completely 
developed in the embryo, while the limbs are not yet outlined? That 
is inadmissible. 

Everything is explained, it seems to me, if we admit that the tail 
of the animal is nothing else than the tap root of the vegetables, become 
useless because the creature has found and adopted another mode of 
alimentation than that whereof the root is the organ. But how could 
so profound a change in the condition of things be operated? ‘The 
solution, perhaps, is in the plants called carnivorous. Darwin recog- 
nized that some are nourished by the products of the decomposition of 
the captured animals, but that others show veritable phenomena of 
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Aristophanes somewhere, after a dithyrambic passage about the 
farmer's delight in the heat and maturing suns of summer, goes on to 
say how welcome to him also is the rainy day, when one sits within and 
a neighbor saynters round to chat over the fire; and many know how, 
after a few weeks of untarnished Egyptian sky, a gray day of soaking 
rain is a positive luxury not because one likes rain in itself but because, 
after the day long blue, one’s instinctive craving for contrast cries aloud 
for satisfaction and revels in obtaining it. 

But of all the simpler forms of contrast known to me there is one 
that stands preéminent, which it has just been my pleasure to experi- 
ence. There had been a week of London fog—feg of the deepest dye— 
which rivaled in its horrid hues the inch deep soup of mud which lay 
over streets and pavements. It entered everywhere and polluted every- 
thing, and I swallowed so much soot that I was almost afraid of light- 
ing a cigaret lest, like an ill ewept chimney, my internal flues and pas- 
sages should catch fire. Then for me there followed thirty hours of the 
unparalleled discomfort of a continental journey, with an examination 
of luggage at about 3 a. m., a change of trains a few hours later at 
Basle, and at the end the arrival at a winter resort in Switzerland in a 


raging snow storm, the discovery of the total loss of my luggage, and a a 


gloomy departure to bed in a room garnished only with a toothbrush 


aud a borrowed sg@pnege. 

Then came the contrast. I was awakened next morning by the 
blessed sound of abundance of trunks and got up. The snow had cehsed, 
the huge sun looked over the shoulder of the Weisshorn and was shining 
full in at my window. 

Below the ground fell sharply down to the Rhone valley, and the 
pines of the forest that clung precariously to the hillside each wore his 
mantle of fresh fallen snow, which lay about his neck and was a co- 
quettish cap on his head, while the somber foliage of the rest of him was 
as black as the London clothes I had left behind. 

Opposite, on the other side of the valley, the pines climbed skyward 
again, but above them the hillsides were bare and white, and higher yet 
three great silent sentinels, Weisshorn, Rothhorn, and Gabelhorn, raised 
spears of snow into a blue that seemed color laden to the bursting point. 
The thermometer that hung in the shade at one corner of my window 
showed, for reasons of its own, 30 degrees of frost. So I moved it into 
the sun and in a quarter of an hour it stood at 80 degrees. 

I have spoken above of simple contrasts, of which this is an example; 
but there is a more acute sort, in which the two opposites exist side 
by side and simultaneously. A trivial and casual example is ice pudding 
with hot sauce, a combination that appeals to any one who has a con-

Now, how far is it possible to believe that Mr. Horter saw hig way 
in these circumstances, and how far were they merely dependent on 
good fortune? I cannot, for my part, rid myself of the idea that while 
Mr. Horter is a shrewd, hard working man, no doubt he has by no 
means really seen his way on some of the most important occasions of 
his life. But I have not the slightest doubt that advice of his will worry 
a good number of people, who will come to the conclusion that they are 
lacking in all that makes for success because they cannot see a good 
deal farther than a human being was ever intended to. 

The celebrated forger, Jim the Penman, used to boast that he “ could 
see through a brick wall.“ In a famous note written to one of his ac- 
complices he declared he saw his way ahead for years of prosperous 
villainy. A few months later he found himself condemned to lifelong 
punishment! It is well to take the statements of people who claim such 
wonderful sagacity with a big pinch of salt. 

„I claim foresight, but I make no pretension to powers of divina- 
tion,” said Moltke, when, in discussing a military campaign, an officer 
wanted to know what would happen next after a certain point. Moltke 
could not tell him, and, indeed, did not hesitate to say that he considered 
the questioner absurd in seeking to know what was hidden in the future. 

“J only know,” he declared, “that, whatever happens, all that man 
can do to make it fortunate will have been done.” 

Moltke had his own peculiar way of looking ahead. Perhaps np man 
could see farther. But people are not satisfied with what satisfied him. 


It is one of the things none may explain to any other, but which 
every one feels unmistakably when the hour and the man or woman 
arrive. True love is, and always must be, unselfish, but it is because 
the greater absorbs the less. Self is eliminated only as it is swallowed 
up into a nearer and dearer self. Under these conditions it becomes the 
lover’s greatest happiness to make another happy, and this desire being 
mutual, the twain shall be one flesh, sympathetic, harmonious, and de- 
voted, each to each. It often is claimed that the love of woman is more 
unselfish than that of man, in that it is given to make her lover happy: 
a man’s love, on the other hand, is of and for himself, and his chief idea 
in wooing is to make himself happy, the woman whom he wovoes being a 
second consideration. Which, even when it fits the case, is a sophism. 
It cannot be too often reiterated, nor too strenuously insisted upon, that 
no one, whether man or woman, bas the right to marry for the sake of 
any but oneself. Self-sacrifice is admirable and beautiful, but in such 
a case it is as though one were to offer a stately marble statue of in- 
estimable worth to him who was famishing for bread.

Perfect Title Pies Conisideration. 

A perfect title to a piece of property is of 
first consideration to all concerned. When 
a lawyer has been called in to examine into 


the records for flaws, and, for a fee, haa. 


rendered his opinion of title, he is through 
with the transaction, but the man who ac- 
cepted the title upon the attorney's opinion, 
and who finds something wrong years after- 
ward, searches out the agent through whom 
he bought. The lawyer and the former 
owner are exempt; the agent is the man to 
whom he looks. 

The examining attorney assumes no re- 
sponsibility in his opinion of title. He 
searches the records to the best of his know!l- 
edge and reports the result to the agent. 
Here it is that the agent’s judgment and 
experience are most needed. It may be said 
that. every piece of property has its tra- 
ditional records,” in addition to the Writ- 
ten public records. For this reason every 
well equipped real estate office in Chicago 
has a “dower bock and other historical 
records relating to family histories; Chi- 
cago is an example of the necessity for such 
records, too, by reason of the destruction 
of the public records in the great fife of 
1871; but while this fire disturbed many ti- 
tles, it aleo quieted many more by the de- 
struction of the ancient records which re- 
vealed defects in conveying caused by the 
ignorance or carelessness of the early law- 
yers and notaries, 

The greatest menace to a title, perhaps, is 
the old claim for a dower right in the prop- 
erty. A man, once owning the property and 
selling it as a bachelor, leaves a widow who 
rises up in after yeats to claim that she 
did not sign away her rights in the realty and 
asserting that she wants her interest satis- 
fied. I recall the sale of @ plece ot property 
where the possibility of such a claim for 
dower was a menace. .The former owner 
was dead and buried in the east. I wrote 
a letter to the postmaster of the town, in- 
closing $5 to pay him for going to the ceme- 
tery and copying the inscription on the Jones 
monument. The copy came, showing that 
Jones had been dead more than seven years, 
the period which outlawed the claim of the 
supposed widow.

Must Know Ali About Property. 

How to get such information is one of the 
tests of the real estate man. Naturally 
when the attorney looking into the records 
of a piece of property finds the least trace of 
@ flaw, he is ready to report upon it. His 
business depends upon his keenness in this 
respect, but also in a great measure the 
practical experience of the agent is needed 
in weighing these objections and obyiating 
them, always with the purpose that they 
may never be raised in the future, for no 
real estate office ever had a worse enemy 
than a dissatisfied customer at large. The 
@atiafied man forgets to talk about his good 


treatment at the hands of an agent, but the 


dissatisfied one will talk always. 

The real estate man, in his care of the prop- 
erty in his hands, will be obliged to attend 
the meetings of boards of local improve- 
ment, keeping in touch with the needs of 
public improvement, as well as to defend the 
property against extravagances. He will 
be obliged to know about assessments of the 
property, seeing that they are not too high, 
and hence must have thorough knowledge of 
values in all parts of the city and county. 
He must see to the payment of the taxes 
and know that they are properly marked 
paid on the records. He should attend meet- 
inge of the boarde of assessors and review 
and represent his clients’ interests. He must 
keep up the insurance and see to it that no 
policy lapses, as in that case he is liable if 
a fire should destroy the insured property. 
The run of the recorder’s office is neces- 
gary. Special assessments need to be looked 
after. The practical laws having bearing 
upon property must be known. 

* * 


Diplomacy Also a Requirement. 

When it comes to the selling of such a 
property the agent will have need for a good 
deal more than mere knowledge. He must 
enter into the negotiation with the purpose 
of dealing fairly with both parties. There 
may be a temptation to make a partial pay- 
ment sale that probably will gain him his 
cotmmmission, and yet which finally will fall 
through, leaving the principal less than noth- 
ing from the deal. In times past a business 
was made by dishonest agents ostensibly 
selling a pleoe of property to a confederate, 
taking the commissions, and leaving the 
seller in the lurch. Such tactics have made 
hard lines for many an honest beginner in 
the business. 

An owner of income property makes a 
mistake in renting his own property. An 
agent will do it better and more economically, 
all things considered, and the tenant at all 
times will know where to go when he has 
some complaint to mike, imaginary or real, 
or some request for repairs or improvemehts. 
It is in the choice of tenants, their selection 
and responsibility, that the honest agent has 
the best opportunity to represent his prin- 
eipal. After this, prompt collections and, 
above all, prompt remittances are required 
of him. 

Naturally, in the growth of any responsible 
agency the old business of the real estate 
man piles up. Dvery conversation in a real 
estate office bearing upon property has wings 
to it. It travels and never stops. 

* * 
Is Expected to Be a Prophet. 

The perfect real estate man could not 
be a mere prophet; he would need to be the 
son of a prophet. In his work he 18 expected 
by the buyer at least to prophesy, and 
shouldn’t. In a measure the seller has taken 
a prophecy for granted, in spite of the agent’s 
best diplomacy; thus, if the prophecy to the 
buyer is never fulfilled in values the buyer 
is disappointed; and if the prophecy to the 
seller is nullified by that particular proper- 
ty’s soaring up to fabulous valués, the man 
who sold will be a lifelong impediment in 
the real estate man’s progress. The fu- 
ture is the topic forced always upon the 


real estate man, and he should talk of it.

Whig of the Old School. 

„% He was an intense whig of the old school, 
a devoted personal and political adherent 
and friend of Henry Clay and an earnest sup- 
porter of the policies advocated by that 
statesman. He was so intense in his Whis 
principles and associations that apparently 
he saw little in the democratic party that 
was good. He was particularly nostife to the 
genera] views of the constitution expressed 
by Jefferson. He was 4 nationalist in his 
views of our governmentel system and an 
opponent of all the Gootrines of the secession- 
ists and nulliflers. He disapproved wholly 
of the rebellion and advocated the furnishing 
of all the men and money necessary to main- 
tain the authority of the union over every foot 
of American soil. 

“ My school teacher endeavored to persuade 
my father, three of my elder brothers being 
destined for the bar, that it would be best for 
me to be placed in a large mercantile estab- 
lighment in Philadelphia and be trained as a 
merchant. But my father expressed the wish 
that I should follow his profession. And 
that was my preference from the atart. I 
began the study of my profession under the 
personal direction of my father and after- 
wards attended the law school of Traneyi- 
vania university in Lexington, Ky. Before 
arriving at my majority I began practice at 

ksfort. 

* 1855, when I was 22 yeare old. I spoke 
in about one-third of the counties of the state. 
Again, in 1856, I canvassed Kentucky as an 
assistant elector for the state at large in be- 
half of Fillmore and Donelson. Thies practics 
of public speaking was of great value to me 
afterwards in my profession.

Nominated for Congress. 
„Much to my surprise I was nominated in 
1859 by the remains of the whig party. called 
for congress iu the

poll books against me in two counties. They 
had been brought into the district from Cov- 
ington and Cincinnati and after’the election 
they left the state. My party urged me to 
make a contest and raised $10,000 for that 
purpose, but I concluded to let the matter 
drop, particularly as there was at that time 
no organized party in congress with whose 
principles I was in full accord. I was not 
in 1859 either a free soller or a republican. 
I did not join the republican party until 
1868, when I voted for Grant and Colfax.

Tried te Escape Congress. 

“In February, 1861, I concluded to remove 
and did remove to Louisville in order to es- 
cape connection with politics and to avoid 
another race for congress, but especially for 
the reason that Louisville presented a larger 
field for a lawyer. But I had scarcely be- 
come settled there when actual war opened 
and all chance for the successful prosecution 
of my profession in my new home vanished. 
In August, 1861, I determined to enter the 
unlon army. I raised the Tenth Kentucky 
regiment of infantry and became its colonel. 
With my regiment I was mustered into the 


union service in November, 1861. My father 


suddenly died fifteen months later and I was 
compelled to resign and return to civil life. 
This was a great trial to me but it could 
not be avoided. I was elected on the union 
ticket attorney general of Kentucky in Au- 
gust, 1863, and held that office four years. 
At the close of my term I again took up my 
residence in Louisville and resumed active 
practice there. 

In 1871 and again in 1876 the republicans 
of Kentucky drafted me into politics so far 
as to make me their candidate for governor 
and I canvassed the state in each of those 
years. Of course I did not expect to be elect- 
ed, but as the canvass occurred during the 
summer months the work did not Interfere 
with the practice of my profession. But my 
practice came to an end in December, 1877, 
when I wae offered my present position; and 
here I have been for more than twenty-eight 
years.”

Was Original “Scientific” Farmed 

Gen. Washington was the original “ scien- 
tine farmer. The system in vogue in Vir- 
ginia when he first began to till the soil 
provided for the alternate planting of to- 
bacco and corn, both exhausting ”’ crops. 
The result was that the land in a few sea- 
sons became barren and useless for other 
crops. But from his earliest years he had 
been a student of such books on agriculture 
as he could obtain; and the knowledge thus 
obtained, combined with his own experi- 
ences, caused him to change the rotation 


entirely. The result was most gratifying 


from all points of view. 

As master or employer he wag uniformly 
considerate. An owner of slaves, he was one 
of the first Americans of prominence to sug- 
gest a system of manumission, which he 
hoped might ultimately do away with slav- 
ery, which, with’ prophetic voice, he said 
“might do away with much future mis- 
chief.” 

George Washington was not merely the 
first soldier and statesman of his time; he 
was first among workers. And this, not less 
than the fact of his greatness on the battle- 
field and in halls, where he stood forth pre- 
eminent as a statesman, may have contrib- 
uted in more than a small way to make 
him, what he undoubtedly was, “‘ first in the 
hearts of his countrymen.”

Fiends in Every Public School. 


M is not long before their unripened bodies and 
drains are thoroughly warped and their sense of wrong 
and right dea for all time. Unable to work fof money 
to buy the drug, they Won learn to steal, and the suc- 
eéssive steps downward soon land them in the jail or in 
prison. Hundreds of innocent children go the way each 
year. Fvery public school in the City has tte dope 
fiends among its pupils, and in cértain schoole every 
room down to the kindergarten graties has its quota of 
cocaine users. 

Ageérits of saloonkeepers and drug sellers who fatten 
on the lives and souls of innocent children lurk in the 
vicinities of schools ready and eager to sell for a few 
pennies the drugs that will ruin for all time the little 
purchasers. Ustially victims to the habit themselves, 
these agents willingly put a few pennies against the 
welfare of tender children and the pennies to them out- 
weigh the other. In this way girls as well as boys are 
Started on the downward path of the drug victim. If 
ever there was a traffic in immortal souls and bodies, 
in tender lives and homes, it is that of the drug seller 
who sells his wares to children. If ever there was a 
crime done against the welfare of a community which 
bases its hopes for preservation and progress upon the 
primal decency of its young it is this same crime of the 
man who dispenses the cocaine flake to the young. If 
ever there was a class of men who should be hunted 
as vicious criminals’ by the decent element of the com- 
munity it is this same crowd of dope merchants. Break- 
ing the law openly, or evading it through the concoc- 
tion of preparations which the law does not proscribe, 
druggists and saloonkeepers continue year after year 
to offer the temptation which the drug holds to the 
young of the city. And the city reaps the results in 
the shape of criminals and loafers by the hundreds. A 
startlingly large percentage of the young and old 
habitual criminals who are picked up by, the police are 
“ sufferers,” as the underworld knows the user of co- 


caine.

Cote Maddened Criminals Worst. 


These criminals are really the most troublesome 
and at the same time the most dangerous that the police 
have to deal with. A confirmed user of drugs, a dope 
fiend,” if forced to forego the use of his favorite drug 
for a few days is ready to commit any crime in t 
calendar in order to obtain it. It is as the breath of life 
to him and he will not stop at murder if by taking a 
human life he can secure enough of the drug to put him 
out of his misery for another short period. 

The dope fiend seldom works. His habit unfits him 
entirely for the performance of any duty. He must have 
money. The sequence is that he becomes a thief. Men 
who have never in their lives considered the career of a 
criminal are often brought into police statéons charged 
with their first offense who have committed a critic 
only when driven by the pangs of their habit to get the 
drug in some way or other. |

While the prisoner undoubtedly was stretching the 
facts, it is certain that his remark bore considerable 
truth in it, limiting the west side to that portion which 
the “fiend” knew— West Madison and West Randolph 
streets, in the vicinity of Halsted. For here the habit 
is more prevalent even than whisky drinking. Here 
men ahd women alike give themselves up to the seduc- 
tive delights of the drug, and here, lining the streets on 
both sides, are scores of places where the “coke” may 
be purchased day and night.

Fearful Scenes in Dype Tous. 


This is dope town.“ Here in basements, in lodging 
in the rear of cheap saloons, anywhere and 
everywhere that offérs a hiding place from the police, 
eOnfirmed victims of the habit, vicious degenerates of 
both sexes, and innogent beginners who are receiving 
their first lesson in the art of doping, may be found 
together, all sense of pride, class, or deceney sunk to a 
common bestial level under the influence of the terrible 
dope. Here it is that the dope fiend outnumbers the 
more decent person, here it is that the practice has its 
most tenacious hold, and here it és that the decent youth 
of the ey, attracted by the tales of base associates, 
come to place themselves at the mercy of the drug that 
can here be secured and used with but little danger of 
discovery. 

With Randolph street as a center aud running 
for a block south and north on Peoria, Green, and 
Sangamon streets, is, taken all in all, one of the foul- 
est districts that besmirch the city.

Here, housed in basements, in cheap lodging 
houses, in cheaper flats, and in sheds and basements, 
are huddled the scum of a great city, the outcasts 
of all decent society. Living among them, or merely 
working in the district, are the concocters and sellers 
of the fatal drugs. For this is the fountain head of 
the nefarious traffic in this city and here the drug 
may be purchased with greater facility than in any 
place in the city. Here saloonkeepers and druggists 
sell the stuff openly. making little effort at conceal- 
ment, merely watching the faces of patrons to pre- 
vent the possibility of a detective or newspaper man 
gathering harmful facts. Arrested time and again 
by the police, they either win their cases through 
some fault with the law, or go out of business tem- 
porarily, waiting for the storm to pass over before 
they begin to do business again; or thanging loca- 
tions, finding new places where they can open up and 
remain unmolested until another spasm of effort 
Strikes the police and they are searched out again. 
Then they go back to the old haunts. They never 
quit. They have been there for years; they will be 
there for years in the future. Instead of decreasing, 
the habit here is increasing by leaps and bounds. It 
has firmly rooted itself in the heart of the district 
and firmly rooted it stays while it sends its tentacles 
out in all directions. spreading destruction as it goes.

“I learned it on the west side, where everybody 
dopes.” Hundreds of boys and men can describe the 
cause of their downfall in just these words. 

All along Halsted street, both north and south, 
the haunt of the dope fiends has spread itself. The 
cheap saloons that line both sides of this great thor- 
oughfare, the penny arcades, and especially the pool- 
rooms where tobacco and cigarettes are sold, furnish 
splendid resorts for the drug fiend. In each and 
every one of these places the close observer can find 
the fiend in droves. In one place, a pool room on the 
west side of the street, near the Bijou theater, a re- 
porter, guided by a reformed dope fiend, counted 
twelve cocaine users. And none of thém was over 
18 years old! Some of them were evidently under 
10. But the half-dead air that they all wore told ne 
tale. They were “cokers,” and the coke had them for

The manner in which the ‘coke fiend” begins 
and progresses along the deadly road is an easy mat- 
ter to find.

I'd 
quit going to school many weeks before this, and so 
when I left home it was just a plain ease of bumming 
with me and getting money enough to live on and 
buy dope by doing odd jobs, begging, or stealing. 
“Of course a fellow don’t feel like working when 
he’s a dope fiend. He don’t feel like anything, for 
that matter. All he feels like is dope, and he'll do 
anything in the world to get it. It didn’t take me 
long to get to be a regular thief after the habit had 
got a strong hold on me. There was a gang of fel- 
lows that used to hang out along Blue Island avenue 
and use the stuff, and I got to hanging out with

“These fellows were the ones who really put 
me in wrong with the police of the district. I might 
never have got here if I hadn't joined in with 448 
gung. These fellows all had records and whenever 
there’d be anything doing in the neighborhood in the 
line of stickups or robbery, the plain clothes men 
would come and pick the gang up. I got my first 
term in the bridewell in this way. The whole gang 
was arrested and I went with.the rest. After that 
I had my record, so there wasn’t nothing to it but 
to dodge the cops for me after that.

Driven Mad by the Drug. 


“After I got out of the bandhouse I came down 
to Randolph street on the west side and began to 
hang around the dope joints over there. I was crazy 
for the stuff now, had*to have it all the time, couldn't 
hardly stand when I didn’t have my nose shot full 
of it. One day I was without the stuff and didn't 
have any money to buy any, so I got a gun and went 
over on Washington boulevard to see if I couldn't 
stick somebody up for the price. I made three tries 
before I got anything all right on the same corner. 
I didn’t know enough to change my stand on account 
of being foolish for want of the coke. 

“The cops got me just after I made the last 
stickup, and now it’s me to Pontiac, and after that. 
Joliet. Yes. It was the coke that put me here, all 
right. Still, I wouldn't care if I only had a few doses 
of it now.”

Boasts of Fedaling Cocaine. 


The third boy victim was the prize specimen of 
the crowd, for while the others had used the dope 
without reserve, and were not bashful in telling of 
it, this lad—he was under 18—boasted of the fact 
that he had peddled cocaine arourd on the street and 
even conducted an opium joint for a short while. 
This boy’s criminal record dated back to the time 
when he was 4 years old, and ran consistently to s 
final arrest for robbery with a deadly weapon, which 
promised to send him to the penitentiary for life. 

“An old prisoner out at the bridewell gave me 
my first hit at the coke. I was in for helping some 
older kids rob a dago’s wagon. Il never knew any- 
thing about the dope until I got out to the band- 
house, but there I learned all that was going about 
it, ‘cause that place is full of fiends of the worst kind, 
and doping of all kinds is going on out there all the 
time. Search your clothes? Of course they search 
your clothes, but there are plenty of places to hide 
the stuff, once that you've got it. Ong good place is 
under the radiator in your cell. 0

Carry Drug Into Bride well. 


There are plenty of ways to get it, too. New 
fellows always bring it in with them, visitors some- 
times have it, and if a fellow’s got an attorney he 
ean always get him to bring him out some whenever 
he comes. 

“JT had just enough in the bridewell to give me 
a further taste for it, so when I came out I got some 


and began using it on my own hook. I didn’t get what 


vou would call the coke habit. The coke wasn't 
strong enough to give me satisfaction enough to 
make me crazy for it. Still, I liked it well enough 
to want to have some all the time, so I suppose that 
would be called a habit, wouldn’t it? 

“But it was the morphine syrings that did the 
trick for me. A barkeep in a Randolph street saloon 
showed me how to use it. He let me use his syringe 
and gave me the dope for the first injection. Here; 
you can see the scars on my arm, now! Then it was 
nothing but morphine for me. I tried hop smoking 
for awhile, but the hop didn't agree with me, and 
besides, when you want to use that you've got to get 
a room where you can lie down to it, and for mor- 
phine all that you've got to have is a little syringe. 
You can step into an alley and shoot it into yourself 
without anybody noticing it, and be on your way as 
if nothing happened.

Pedales Dope for Saloonkeepers. 


“I got so that I couldn't move in the morning 
if I aidn’t have my injection of morphine before I 
got up. I was a fiend then, and all that I did was 
to hang around the dope shops and look for a chance 
to steal something that I could sell for the price of a 
syringe full of the solution. I never used the pills. 
1 got to know the fellows that sold the stuff along 
Randolph street and once when the police had shut 
down on selling it in stores and saloons a man who 
runs the big saloon on Randolph street gave me a 
chance to make some coin by peddling the stuff 
around to the houses in the district. I made good 
that way. all right. for everybody over there, men 
and women and everybody, uses the dope, and they 
are willing to pay ally price you can name for it. I 
got to know all the fiends in the neighborhood and 
so I opened up a little hop joint in the basement at 
222 Lake street. * 

„ didn’t care For the hop myself. morphine was 
my standby, but I Rnew there weré a lot of hop fiends 
in the neighborhood who wanted a place where they 
could go to take a hit at the pipe and go to sleep, and 
so I fixed up the basement. I kept this place for 
three months, with four bunks running most of the 
time. and selling coke and morphine on the side I 
had to split up with a cop, and finally he got next to 
what my record over at Maxwell street was and so 
he raised the price of his protection and I had to go

The man who confessed to the habit need not 
have done so. The story of years of usage of cocaine 
was written too plainly in the eyes, the mouth, and 
the skin to be mistaken by any one who was in the 
least familiar with the drug fleud's characteristics of 
appearance, The hollow chest, the outbending knees, 
and the droop of the neck told of physical wreckage, 
and the police record of the man told that his morals 
had gone the way of his body. 

The drug had made a literal fiend of him. When 
under its influence he was possessed of an uncon- 
trollable desire to do the most vicious of deeds, and it 
was in one of these fits of utter depravity that he 
had committed the erime for which he was now in 
jail. He is a member of a family of the better class 
on the north side. His brothers and sisters are good, 
upright citizens of Chicago at the present day; his 
father is a retired merchant. of means, his mother a 
chureh worker of prominence. Cocaine tore him out 
of the good home that his parents made for him and

Educated in early youth with a view of being 
placed in the ministry this man had only touched 
the drug once, and was lost forever. He, Uke hundreds 
of other victims of the habit, had meant only to gain 
experience, to see what it was like. He, Uke the 
others, paid the penalty for his curiosity and Knows 
that Joliet yawns open before him. 

It was at a ball game in Lincoln Park that he 
first knew what it was to use cocaine, There was 
a dope fiend in the crowd. He offered the poison to 
the boys about him. This man took some. From 
then on it was simply a case of seeing how fast he 
could fall, until the lowest bottom of degradation 
had been reached. 

In common with the boys who were interviewed, 
this man Blamed only the opportunity to use the drug 
for his downfall Without the first opportunity he 
would never have fallen. Without the drug in tne 
possession of a boy companion he would have re- 
mained on a high plane of citizenship. But the drug 
was there, as it is in the hands of hundreds of pub- 
lic school boys tn all parts of the city, and the fall 
followed, just as it will follow for hundreds and even 
thousands of decent youths, if some stringent provis- 
ion for extirpating the sale of the dope is not soon 
formulated and enforced by the governing powers of 
the city of Gpicago.

Awful Effect Upon Children. 


Terrible as the effects of this drug are on the adult, 
and as terrible as the confirmed fiend is when regarded 
either as an economie problem or as a single individual, 
it ts the child doper who presents the really heart 
rending spectacle to the observer. The man or the adult 
woman stands up well for months and months after 
the drug has fastened its fiendish claws upon them. 
The half grown young man grows “sleepy” quickly, but 
he, too, is able to move intelligently even when far down 
the road that leads to a dope fiend’s grave. But the 
child, the boy of 12 or 13! 

Had Chicago a Hogarth to chronicle with his pencil 
the tale of dope that rides heavily on the visages of the 
young children in certain localities, or a Poe to turn 
into the words the things that he might see if he looked 
for the young cocaine victims, the community would be

Because of the terrible effects that follow the habit of using cocaine 
and other injurious drugs, and because of the inclination of the boys 
ahd men who have learned to smoke cigarets to indulge in the drug 
habit, this habit is one of the things that conduce to the terrible produc- 
tion of young and old criminals in this city.

UMAN life is the cheapest thing in 
Chicago,’’ said a public prosecutor re- 
cently. It is not without reason that 
Chicago has gained the unwelcome 
reputation of being a paradise for 

criminals, and the influx of crooks with des- 
perate records is steady, and about equal to 
the exodus of those who have “turned a 
trick and slip out to remain under cover in 
some other city until the noise over their 
crimes has subsided. What Whitechapel is 
to London, what the infamous Five Points 
was to New York, and what the crime sodden 
” ry Coast is to San Francisco are 
in nowise worse than certain sections of 
Chicago, where a policeman’s uniform is ac- 
cepted as a target by a malefactor avoiding 


arrest. 

The roll of honor of the Chicago police force 
for the quarter century past gives ample cor- 
roboration to what otherwise might be con- 
sidered extreme statements. And the dead 
who have fallen in discharge of duty are 
but a part of the story. Bullets that have 
failed to strike a vital spot have crippled 
and disabled, and made strong men invalids

The first name on the quarter of a century's 
honor roll is Timothy Mahoney, who was 
killed June 12, 1881, by burglars escaping 
from the residence of Richard Jones, 3815 
Emerald street.

No Pension in Those Days. 


The murderers escaped, and no clew to their 
identity was ever uncovered. In those days 
the pension fund was not in existence, and the 
prospect was gloomy for tue widow and 
daughter of the murdered man, but citizens 
responded liberally to an appeal for aid, and 
over $5,000 was raised in a short time for the 

amily. 
— os crowd of hoodlums hilariously held 
forth at the corner of Quincy and Desplaines 
streets to the annoyance of the neighborhood 
and pedestrians. Officer Daniel Crowley was 
summoned and ordered the gang to disperse. 
A reply came instantly from Edward Kelly, 
one of the disturbers, in the shape of a shot, 
and the officer fell fatally wounded. 

For the killing of Officer John Huebner on 
the night of Fc». 3. 1882, James Tracy, burg- 
lar, paid the death penalty. Huebner with 
other officers was in pursuit of two burglars, 
and opposite 587 Dickson street he reached 
the men and threw the smaller of the pair to 
the sidewalk, calling for assistance. Before 
help could reach him the other crook fired 
and the bullet penetrated the officer’s brain. 
Tracy’s arrest and conviction followed, and 
he was hanged on Sept. 15, 1882, protesting to 
the last his innocence. 


9 * 
Killed by Negro Waiter. 

William Allen, alias Dehlmer, was a negro 
waiter employed by the Pullman company, 
and he had a record as a desperate man. He 
Was discharged from the company’s employ 
and promptly beat up a fellow waiter he sus- 
pecte@ of giving information that brought 
about his dismissal. The police received a 
tip Nov. 29, 1882, that Allen was in hiding at 
87 West Washington street, and a detail of 
otticergs was sent to bring him m. im tne 
squad was Officer Clarence E. Wright. 
Allen’s surrender was demanded. His an- 
swer was to open the door suddenly, with 
a gun in his hand, and send the contents of 
all the chambers at the offiters. Wright fell 
mortally hurt, and the negro made his es- 
cape. The order was then issued to kill him 
on sight, and a week later he was cornered 
in the rear of 182 West Kinzie street and shot 


to death. 


A negro by the same name and equally des- 


perate shot Officer Patrick Mulvihill on the 
night of Dec. 3, 1882, while resisting arrest. 


The bullet fractured the officer’s skull, but 
he lived until July 22, 1884. Allen was never 
caught. 

Officer Michael O’Brien was killed by Max 
Ritterberg, a socialist,'who kept a little shoe 
shop on Adams street, near Halsted, Nov. 11, 
1884. O’Brien heard a shot, apparently in 


_ Ritterberg’s place. He entered the shop to 


investigate. Without warning Ritterberg 
drew his gun and fired twice at close range, 
both bullets taking effect. He ran. out of 
the shop and fired at a pedestrian who at- 
tempted to stop him. He reached his home 


at 208 West Adams street, with a constantly. 


increasing mob almost upon his heels, intent 
upon capturing him. Ritterberg glanced at 
his pursuers and on the threshold sent a bul- 
let into his own brain, dying instantly. 


, — * 
Haymarket Riot Adds to Roll. 


The Haymarket square riot on the night of 
May 4, 1886, startled the nation. It was the 
outgrowth of a freedom of speech permitted 
in Chicago public gatherings that developed 
from socialism to rampant, blatant, threat- 
ening anarchy, and while disaster of some 
sort had been predicted by those who had 
watched the course of the anarchist leaders 
and the increasing vigor of their tolerated 
tirades, they were unprepared for the tragedy 
which followed in the wake of the bomb 
thrown from the speakers’ wagon into the 
midst of the police platoon sent to disperse 
the gathering. 

Fielden was still haranguing a large au- 
dience as the poll bore down upon them. 
When the platoon was almost opposite the 
speaker a bomb was thrown. It curved in 
the air and fell in the midst of the formation. 
For an instant it lay on the ground, the fuse 
sputtering, and then there came an explosion 


which carried death and injury with it to 


over three score of the police. The uninjured 


Officers immediately drew their guns and 


charged into the crowd, now panic stricken, 
shooting right and left as they went, until 
the square was Clear of people except bony 
dead and wounded. The police fatalities in 
the encounter were three killed immediately 
—Mathias J. Degen, George Miller, and Jo- 
seph Bennett. Five others, Timothy Flavi- 
han, Michael Sheehan, Nels Hansen, Thomas 
Redden, and Timothy O'Sullivan, died later 
from their injuries, and over sixty of the po- 
lice received wounds which either incapaci- 
tated them permanently or temporarily. For 
this crime Fisher, Spies, Parsons, and Engel 
were hanged; Louis Lingg committed sui- 
cide by biting a fulminating cap, the result- 
ing explosion blowing his head from the 
body. Others held responsible in part were 
sentenced to varying terms in the peniten- 
tlary and were subsequently pardoned. 


. 5 
Killed by a Thief. 

The identity of the thief who shot and 
killed Officer Michael O’Brien on the night of 
April 3, 1887, is one of the mysteries of the 
department, and probably will always re- 
main so. 

For the killing of Detective William S. Hal- 
laran July 16, 1887, Mike Lynch was sen- 
tenced to a thirty-two year term in the pen- 
itentiary. Lynch had been previously con- 
victed on evidence obtained by Hallaran, and 
harbor resentment against the 
@etective. After serving his sentence he was 
again wanted by the police, and Hallaran 
met him and a pal,“ afterwards identified 
as Nigger Ryan, at the corner of W ent- 
worth avenue and Twenty- street. 
Lynch showed fight the moment the detec- 
tive spoke to him, and before Hallaran could 
pull his weapon the ex-convict fired with 
fatal effect. Lynch was subsequently cap- 
tured, convicted, and sent to Joliet. 

Philip L. Robinson had been on the force 


but two months when he got his death wound. 


While patrolling his bedt and passing the 
corner of Morgan and Fulton streets he saw

hoodlums a crooks, of which John Mc- 
Grath and William Martell were members. 
There was trouble in a saloon at Fifteenth 
and Union streets early the night before, and 
two officers from the Twelfth street station 
were sent to restore order. They were fired 
on by McGrath and Martell. Warrants were 
immediately sworn out and a general order 
was sent out to arrest them onsight. Officer 
Moore saw two men at Desplaines and Polk 
streets and ordered them to stop. The men 
disregarded the command and ran to Clinton 
and Harrison streets, where they almost fell 
into the arms of Officer Fryer, who had just 
pulled the box at that corner. Fryer halted 
them, but before he could manacle them both 
men fired. One bullet severed the carotid 
artery and jugular vein, and the other en- 
cered the abdomen. Death ensued in five min- 
utes. McGrath and Martell were given lif« 
Sentences, but new trials were secured and 
they were acquitted. 

One of the famous battles of the police 
annals is that which occurred at the Garfield 
park racetrack Sept. 6, 1892, when Officers 
Henry McDowell and John Powell were killed 
by Capt. Jim Brown of Texas, horse 
owner, sport, and gun fighter

* 
Killed by ‘‘Little Hell Hoodlums. 


The hoodlums who ruled Little Hell on 
the north side were held accountable for the 
murder of Officer Edward Duddles, and two 
of them are now serving life sentences for 
the crime. Mrs. T. Lundvall, who resided 
at 297 Division street, returned from a shop- 
ping trip on the afternoon of Jan. 3, and 
discovered burglars in the house. Her 
screams attracted the attention of Patrolman 
Duddles, and he ran to the house. He went 
up the steps and was about to enter when 
the door was opened, two men appeared with 
drawn revolvers and one of them placed his 
gun against the officer’s head and sent a 
bullet through his brain. The report was 
heard by Officer O'Malley, who commanded 
the men to halt. They fired once at O'Malley 
and succeeded in getting away. Descrip- 
tions were furnished by O' Mulley, and orders 
were issued to take them alive or dead. Ed- 
ward Lally and Joseph Carey were suspected, 
and were rounded up together with James 
Magee, John Carey, and William Roach. 
The last three wefe indicted, and were con- 
victed largely on the testimony of Officer 
O'Malley, each getting a life sentence at 
Joliet. 

Shortly after midnight on the morning of 
Oct. 11, 1898, Officers Bernard Kuebler and 
John J. O’Brien were walking along Went- 
worth avenue when two suspicious looking 
men passed. The policemen did not stop 
the men, but after they had passed and gone 
a distance of perhaps fifteen feet Kuebler 
turned. At the same instant the crack of 
a revolver was heard, and the officer fell, fa- 
tally hurt, a bullet piercing his brain. O’Brien 
immediately gave pursuit, firing as he ran. 
A battle of bullets took place, and when it 
was over William Bolard la¥ in the gutter, 
shot in the back and left leg. The other man 


escaped, but was afterwards captured and 


identified as Edward Kelly. A life sentence 


followed his conviction.

Falls Into Areaway. 


Bartholomew.Cavanaugh did not fall Ina 
pistol duel, but met death, nevertheless, while 
in the performance of duty. He was investi- 
gating a burglary at Twenty-second street 
and Indiana avenue on the night of Dec. 15, 
1898, and had reason to believe the crooks 
were in hiding somewhere in the building. In 
his search he went on the roof, missed his 
footing, and fell to the areaway below, where 
he was found shortly after, dead, his neck 
broken. 

A band of nervy highwaymen held up the 
proprietor and clerks in Borrmann's dry 
goods store at Twenty-first and Lin- 
coln streets a few minutes after 6 o’clock on 
the evening of Jan. 5, 1899. A passerby dis- 
covered the predicament of the employés of 
the store through a window, and hastened to 
give the alarm. He found Officers Edward 
Wallner and John McCauley in the neighbor- 
hood, and they immediately started for the 
scene. Themen were in citizens’ clothes, but 
had their guns, and, with drawn weapons, 
they gave chase. They saw four men on 
Twenty-first street, near Lincoln street, a 
block east of Robey street, and surmising 


that they were part of the band ordered them 


to throw up their hands. The men hailed 
reached for their guns; Officer McCauley fired 


in the air and a moment later a fusillade was | 


directed toward the pursuers. The police- 
men returned the fire, each firing four times. 
Both officers were hit, McCauley twice, once 
in the side and once in the right arm. Wall- 
ner was hit once, buf the bullet found his 


heart. 


O’Connell’s Slayer Unknown. 


The murderer of Desk Sergeant Timothy 
S. O'Connell is still at large. The victim was 
attached to the Woodlawn station, and his 
lifeless body was found on the night of Aprii 
20 on the Eighteemth street viaduct. His 
revolver was grasped in the right hand with 


one chamber empty, in the left hand was 


clutched a hat, probably torn from his as- 
sailant in the scuffle which preceded the 
killing. This was the only clew, and the 
department worked long but vainly in an at- 
tempt to trace the ownership. 


Frederick Heilman died from the effects., 


of a brutal beating received at the hands of 
two negroes and a negress on North Halsted 
street on the night of Aug. 24, 1900. Heii- 
man endeavored to stop a fight that was in 
progress, and all hands turned in to beat the 


officer. 


Of all the unexpected, unprovoked, and | 


unexplained murders of police officere the 
shooting affrays that ended in the death of 
William F. Messenger is shrouded in the 
deepest mystery. To this day no one can 
reason out why Richard J. Houghteling 
singled out the police officer as a victim of 
his uncontrollable mania to kill. 

Detective Patrick Duffy wae killed at 
Emerald avenue and Forty-sixth street on 
the afternoon of May 1, 1902, while attempt- 
ing to arrest Hugh O'Reilly. The murder 
was witnessed by several people, who were 
locking out of neighboring windows at the 
time, and they agreed that when Duffy took 
O’Reilly in custody a companion, who waé 
lurking in the shadow of a tree nearpy, 
fired the fatal shot. According to O’Reilly 
this man was Vincent Briscoe, alias Brit- 
tain, and O’Reilly testified that Briscoe was 
the man who did the killing. O'Reilly was 
convicted and sentenced to fourteen years at 
Joliet. Briscoe is still at large.

gun in hand, and fired one shot, which struck

did not explode, and before he had time to 
again pull the trigger Blaul was upon him, 
and with one blow felled the bandit to the 
floor. Before he could recover the detective 
had his gun, and Marx was handcuffed. He 
was afterward hanged. 

Detective Driscoll was killed at the bat- 
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tle of Clark's station in Indiana, where the 
bandits were run to earth by the posse, and 
where they, were intrenched in a dugout, 
from which they were dislodged after fierce 
fighting. Neidermeier is credited with having 
fired the shot that struck Driscoll, and ad- 
mitted it after his capture.

Prepare a quar* 
or more of hot water with one ounce butter, 
salt to taste, and one lump of sugar. Put in 

a layer of cabbage, then of carrots, then of 
8 using two-thirds of the cabbage at 
the bottom of the pot and fill with cabbage. 
Cover tightly and let it all cook rapidly for 
half an hour. Then add six or eight good 
sized potatoes cut in half and let these cook 
to the melting point. When taken off add 
melted butter. The potatoes will melt suf- 
ticiently to make the liquid as thick as gravy. 

SWEET POTATOES PIQUANT.—Choose 
good potatoes and of a size. Bake soft, cut 
open with the scissors and press back enough 
to admit a beaten sauce of butter and lemon 
juice, close and keep in a warm place. 

WINTER SUCCOTASH.—Soak dried Lima 
beans three hours in cold water, drain and 
put on to simmer. By the time they are 
cooked have ready a can of best sweet green

Wasn well beneath the foliage and 
cook them In boiling salted water with one 
lump of sugar and a teaspoon of butter. 
Cook rapidly” When tender lift out, drain, 
and cover, and put aside till needed. Then 
dip each in egg and breed crumbs and fry 
like any cutiet.

Strain.onions and tomatoes for vege- 
tables. Thicken tomato sauce with flour, 
season with salt and pepper, and pour over 
platter of meat. 

MAPLE CHARLOTTE RUSSE.—Make a 
sponge cake as follows: Four eggs, whites 
and yolks separated. Beat whites stiff, then 
take up a little of the whites and beat in 
with the yolks. Two cups of sugar added 
gradually to beaten yolks, one-half cup cold 
water, one teaspoonful of vanilla, one heap- 
ing teaspoonful baking powder. This makes 
two loaves. Take pieces of this cake, size 
desired, put in dishes ready to serve, and 
pour over each whipped cream, sweetened 
and davored with maple sugar beaten into 
cream.

agers LOAF.—Four pounds of the round, 
one pifit of breadcrumbs, two tablespoon- 
fuls of chop parsley, one level teaspoon- 
ful of pepper, four eggs, one good sized 
onion,‘ and two rounding teaspoorfuls of 
salt. Chop the meat fine, add all the ingre- 
dients, and mix well; add the eggs unbeaten.

and then stir until it commences to thicken;

“The Triangle” Original; 
Little in “The Title Mart.“

New York.—[{Special Correspondénce.]— 
Odd its the last act of “The Tri- 
angle.“ An ornate dining room ;inc'cates 
wealth and fashion for the man and woman 
who come into it. An aged butler and two 
male servants in livery await them in mute 
rigidity, The table that they sit down to is 
massive, and its cloth is set forth with a 
plenty of rare flowers, while a lamp hanging 
low over it is shaded so that the rest of the 
room is dim. The woman is young and of 
the tall, slender, hollow chested yet not 


ecrawny type now regarded as most desira- 
ble in New York, and when she seats her- 
self within the radius of the lamp, its light 
shining brightly on her fair face, arms, and 
bosom—for she is in an evening gown—she 
makes a picture fit to paint. To be ex- 
plicit, she is Charlotte Walker, a pretty 
actress, so arrayed and illumined as to look 
surpassingly beautiful. The man who seats 
himself opposite her is Ferdinand Gottschalk, 
an actor commonly chosen to represent gen- 
tlemanly ugliness. The character and con- 
trast of this couple show at a glance without 
recourse to the imagination that here we have 
a woman who has sold herself and the man 
who has bought her. 

But those who have seen the next preceding 
act of the play know the particulars of their 
wedlock—that they and “the other man 
have made such a triangle as most of the 
scandals in smart society are caused by— 
that the husband has within ten minutes dis- 
covered his wife's sin—that they have agreed 
to go through with this meal in so calm a 
manner that the servants will not be set 
to gossiping. He is in a fury of rage and she 
in a panic Offright. They steady their nerves 
with cocktails, but they can’t eat, they can't 
talk, and during seven minutes that to the 
audience seem three times as many the meal 
goes on in almost unbroken silence, with but 
the slightest pantomime by the master and 
mistress, and with the three dumb servants 
bringing in and taking away course after 
course. At length the heads of the house are 
left for a minute to themselves. The pent up 
rage of the husband breaks out instantly, 
wildly, and he seizes a knife, dashes at his 
wife, and stabs her. But before she dies 
she says in the presence of witnesses: “I 
did it myself. It is suicide!’

Nothing in the other new play of social 
manners, The Title Mart,“ is original 
enough, or in any way sufficiently strange 
to justify a full description. The theme here 
again is sordid marriage, and the case chosen 
as an example is an ambitious American 
mother’s desire to sell her daughter to an 
impoverished English earl, taking his title 
in payment. At the outset a hope of novelty 
in treatment, despite the staleness of the sub- 
ject, is raised by the introduction of the char- 
acters at an Adirondack camp, where the 
typical self-made man is so proud of his work 
that he delights to show to his guests the 
house where I was born and rose from.” He 
has a gecret passion for cockfights; in the 
absence of his modish wife from theluxurious 
“camp ot a summer place he is sociable on 
the sly with rustics whom he knew in his 
boyhood, and when two roosters are brought 
into a private gathering of the millionaire 
and his country friends the outlook is bright 
for something unusual in a society comedy.

mounted on the trained elephants from the royal sta- 
bles, had started in the spring for their hunt of half 
a year. The hunt began on the frontier of Cambodia, 
where the long line of warrior elephants, armed and 
carrying armed men formed a great line along the 
frontier and began the slow march across the great 
plain towards the Menam river. The families, or 
herds of elephants, consisting of from twelve to 
twenty animals, living wild on the great plain, were 
forced slowly across the plain. What desperate, ad- 


“ventures took place during that gigantic drive no one 


can tell, but from the scars on the warrior elephants 
at the finish it was certain that there had been des- 
perate encounters, for many of the older wild ele- 
phants remembered other drives and refused to be 
taken, fighting their way to liberty. 

The advancing lines of .wdrrior elephants, with 
hundreds of wild elephants slowly herded before them, 
advanced across the great plain, the driving line 
drawing closer and closer, until the great regiment of 
wild elephants was herded within a few miles, feed- 
ing quietly on the plains.

For ages it has been the custom of a photographer 
to keep in a handy place some contrivance with which 
to attract. the attention of a baby subject for his 
camera. Today there are as many things used to 
cause a dog to set his ears at attention, and the 
artist knows to what arts to resort in order to make 
pussy look pert. : 

The largest proportion of these pet dog and cat 
pictures receive as much if not more attention from 
the artist than is given to the subjects of the human 


family. The best plates that are made are used for 
the negatives, and in scores of instances the negatives 
are retouched. A young woman retoucher will spend 
as much time in touching up the anatomy of a dog 

she will in obliterating the warts and wrinkles 
from a feminine face. The prints are made on tne 
costliest paper produced, and they are pasted on 
mounts that are used to please the most fastidious 
customers of the human kind. Thousands of these 
pictures are sent to all lands. They are ordered by 
the dozen, and in many instances form gifts.

This is but one of the thousands of interesting 
situations carried into studios by young women who 
‘have petted cats and dogs since they wore short 
clothes. Within the last decade more money has been 
expended on equipment that enables a photographer 
to picture a dog or cat in his operating room than 
for many years previous. 'e 

The love of pets has increased the business of 
photographers to such an extent that where once the 
picture of a boy with his. dog or a girl with her cat 
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* 
was rarely found, they now form the most interesting 
exhibits in galleries of the larger towns. 

Not a few old time photographers put up a fence 
around their operating and show rooms that com- 
pletely shut out the pets of boys and girls. They 
would not allow an animal of any kind inside the 
building. The claim was miade that a picture of a 
dog or cat subject occasioned more trouble than it 
was worth. Some still hold to this idea. One man 
says that to shut out this kind of work he required 


‘ patrons to advance 50 cents for each plate spoiled in 


an attempt to keep a pet quiet, besides making a stiff 
chargé for the pictures. 

Now a photographer who turns away a child 
with its pet shuts off profitable business. Many, es- 
pecially among the women photographers, are catering 
to this class of business. Where one gives his time 
to producing “study” pictures of the human face 
and head, ten are trying to get good pittures of ani- 
mals with or without the portraits of the owners. 
Hundreds of men photographers take great pains in 
the effort and pride in the result. More medals for 
this class of work are awarded at the conventions 
than for poses of the human race.
